AREWELL to elopements as a basis of ro- 
~ mance. in real life, poetry, fiction, news 
story, movie scenario—when the scene is 

laid in Missouri! 

Farewell to the surprise wedding and the fa- 
miliar headlines, “They stole a march on. their 
friends,” or “Marriage secret leaks out.” 

Unconventional methods of breaking the news 
of a marriage have furnished many a jolt and jar 
along life’s none too even roadway and not al- 
ways—but usually have won forgiveness. 

As the subject of a news story, the surprise 
wedding is one that has stood the test of time 
and never grown stale. 

But avé will have to worry along without such 
diverting and enlivening episodes when that bill 
goes through which will hedge the act of getting 
a marriage license with all kinds of previous pub- 
licity, notification, time tests, formality, cere- 
mony, etcetera. 

Probably there will be lobbies of marrying 
justices on hand protesting that we only will 
drive trade over to Illinois. 

But with the Woman’s Council, representing 
5000 women, the hope of enlisting the co-opera- 
tion of the State Federation of Women’s @lubs, 
with its 15,000 members, behind the Dill and 
Judge William M Kinsey who knows all the ins 
and outs of the subject to draft it, it begins to 
look as if the Legislature would at last have to 
give the measure a good deal of consideration 


next session. 
Bill Not Aimed at Romance. 
HE object of limiting the ease with which 
T a marriage license is procurable is not to 
defeat rvuinance, or to discourage or to 
hinder marriage, we are told. 

It is rather intended, m Judge Kinsey’s words, 
“to minimize, so far as can be done by law, hasty, 
imprudent marriages and to protect inexperienced 
and foolish young people from too readily con- 
tracting that relation.” 

It seems that since the days when elopements 
were in better repute, when parents were stern 
and hard-headed, when lovelorn maiden escaped 
cruel espionage, slipped down from her balcony 
by home-made. ladder, into arms of intrepid cava- 
lier, mcunted gallant steed, galloped across coun- 
try in the moonlight to nearest ‘Squire, pursued 
by irate parent, who was given a run for his 
‘money in the adventure at least, whereas today 
he can telephone, even by wireless, if he will—t: 
seems that since those good old days ‘here have 
crept into the runaway match, along with the 
motor car, speedway, joy ride, roadhouse, wine 
supper and all-round speed exceeding daredevil- 
‘try of youth today, elements that do not comport 
with most zood people’s idea of romance.

“An experience of over ten years on the bench, 
curing which time I have heard hundreds of di- 
vorce cases, has led me to believe that the cause 
for a very, very large proportion can be traced 
to foolish, inconsiderate marriage, which never 
would have occurred if the parties had been com- 
pelled to take thought and consider that seri- 
ous step, and to publicly disclose their intentions 
before any ceremony could lawfully be per- 
formed.”

Never Bought Her One Meal. 


\YBE it was a pang of homesickness, a 
M latent sense of responsibility for mother’s 

money, maybe just irritability, prompted 
the bride to refuse when the bridegroom offered 
tc buy some breakfast if she would hand over 
the 15 cents. 

Anyway, a quarrel ensued, the bridegroom de- 
parted and did not return, and the bride found 
her way home, her life practically ruined. 

“T had to stretch the law a little in order to 
grant this young woman a divorce,” added Judge 
Kinsey, when he had sketched this romance for 
me, “for the law does not take into account such 
ignorance on the part of a woman at her mar- 
riage. \ 

“This was a flagrant case,” he commented, “but 
not an extraordinary one, not as sinister as some, 
not attended by the picturesque features which 
bring a few elopements to conspicuous notice in 
the news. It was just a commonplace, typical 
case,'among hundreds of its kind. 

“As the law now stands, two young people may 
agree to marry, obtain a license, and, for that 
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purpose, lie with impunity as to their true names, 
ages and other matters required to be stated and 
then have the ceremony performed, all within the 
space of a few hours at most, and after the con- 
summation of the marriage conceal the fact for 
& time at least, or notify parents or guardian 
when it is too late.”

A tentative draft of the proposed bill, as pre- 
pared by Judge Kinsey, contains the following 
provisions: 


Application for license to marry must be 
made to the proper officer of the county in 
which the bride-to be resides, if she is a resi- 
dent of this State; if not a resident of this 
State, then in the county in which the groom- 
to-be resides, if he is a resident of this State. 
If neither is a resident of this State, then in 
any county. ; 

A form of application shall be made out, 
signed and sworn to by each of the parties 
separately, and the two forms, when so ex- 
ecuted, shall constitute the application. Each 
form shall contain the full and true name, and 
residence of the party signing it: each shall 
also contain the correct date of birth and age; 
the correct name and address of the guardian, 
and father, if either or both are living. If not 
the correct name and adress of the guardian, 
if any, or if none, then the correct name and 
address of the relative, if any, with whom the 
applicant then resides. Each party shall 
state whether or not he or she ever contracted 
a former marriage, and if so, whether such 
marriage has been dissolved by death or by a 
decree of divorce, and if by decree of divorce, 
when and where such decree was entered, 

Each form shall also state the full name 
and address of the person whom he or she 
proposes to marry. After the two forms con- 
stituting the application have been signed and 
sworn to by the parties respectively, the ap- 
plication shall be filed Im the office where 
made, in a book properly bound and kept for 
that purpose, which book shall be regarded

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WAITING FOR THE CAT TO JUMP.

New York Tribune: At the rate the casualty 
lists progressed during the past year, Germany 
will end the second year of the war with but 
<,200,000 troops in the field and_no immediate re- 
serve, whereas the allies will have 5,250,000 in the 
field and 1,400,000 in reserve or in the field, as 
they choose; that is, 6,650,000 against 3,200,000, 
or more than 2 to 1. 

If we accept French estimates of German losses, 
at we have taken German estimates of French 
and Russian losses, it is clear that the German 
disadvantage will be greater and the danger point 
arrive sooner. Conceivably all the estimates are 
too high and then the German disadvantage 
will be felt a little later. But sooner or later it 
must be felt and the thing can hardly be postponed 
much longer than the end of the second year 
of the war. If Germany should get a decision 
and eliminate Russia this winter, then she would 
be able to meet her other foes about on an equal- 
ity, certainly at no better ratio. Success in en- 
listing Balkan allies might increase her numbers 
a little, but not greatly, for their numbers are 
comparatively small. 

Taking things as they are, it seems that Lord 
Kitchener has a little anicipated German dis- 
tress, but no& much. In France today the Anglo- 
French-Belgian forces amount to about 3,000,000. 
They have before them 1,500,000 Germans. At 
the outside Germany could not bring more than 
750,000 troops from the Russian front without 
too great risks, and this would leave her still 
‘750,000 inferior to the allied forces in front of 
her, while the superiority of the allied reserves 
is tremendous. This is why a new German drive 
seems unlikely. A similar drive through Servia 
would doubtless open a way to Constantinople, 
ii it still held out, but it would remove troops 
that will be needed when Russia equips her new 
levies. A drive against Italy might succeed, but 
by this time Italy should be able to put almost as 
many men in the field as the Germans plus the 
Austrians now facing them would amount to. 
She has also the advantage of strong defensive po« 
sitions, and could be aided by the French or 
British in case of danger. 

Germany may still win the war by getting a de- 
sisiobn over some foe. But she has so far failed 
aod the weight of numbers has already turned 
against her. Unless she gets her decision in the 
uext 10 months her position would seem utterly 
hopeless. This is the only conclusion. that can 
be drawn from the arithmetic of the situation, 
taking the view most favorable to Germany. 


Chicago Journal: Before the war began 
women outnumbered men in aknost all the fight- 
ing countries, though exact statistics are avail- 
able for only a few. In the three principal com- 
batant countries west of Russia the excess pop- 
uiation of females was as follows:

The war has increased this disparity of the 
sexes to a frightful extent. Assuming that Brit- 
ish figures of casualties refer to home forces 
alone, the United Kingdom has lost about 400,000 
men. Prussia owns to the loss of more than 
1,800;000 soldiers, besides those of her naval 
forces, and there has been a great deal of heavy 
fighting since her last casualty statement was 
published. On this basis, the whole German em- 
pire must have lost close to 3,000,000 men. French 
losses are not published, but they are certainly 
not less than 1,200,000 and more probably are 
fully 1,500,000. 

On the face of the returns, therefore, these 
three countries have lost from 4,600,000 to 5,000,- 
000 men. There are many duplications in the 
lists; men slightly wounded in the early months 
of the war have returned to the front and been 
wounded again. Men killed or mortally wounded 
seldom form more than one-fourth of the total 
battle casualties, though the 
plosives and bayonets tends to increase this pro- 
portion. On the other hand, the war probably is 
not more than half over, and millions of wounded 
men and prisoners have had their health or 
earning capacity lowered to the point which un- 
fits them to become husbands and fathers. 

It is not a wild guess to estimate that when 
the struggle is over these three countries will 
eontain 5,000,000 more marriageable women than 
fiarriageable men. Not since the 30 years’ war 
kas any European nation faced such a problem as 
this. How will that problem be met? Will there 
be tacit recognition of polygamy? Will the state 
stand sponsor for children born out of wedlock— 
as On many less serious occasions? Or will there 
be assisted emigration of women from war-wasted 
Europe to countries like the United States, Can- 
ada and Australia, where there is always a sur- 
plus of men?

HELPLESS ARMENIA.

rible than the tales of salughter of Armenians 
by Turkish subjects has ever come out of the 
Near East. Half a million unarmed Christians 
of all ages and conditions have been slain during 
the past 10 months, and as many more driven 
from their homes into the wilderness south of 
Aleppo.

the sole weapon which Mexico fears. 
This is intervention. The Mexicans are 
convinced that the Latin-American 
diplomats will never consent to 
the United States taking a step in Mex- 
ico which migh: prove a precedent 
menacing to their own countries. If 
Lolivia, for instance, atcepted the prin- 
ciple of American intervention in Mex- 
ico, it could not, at some future day, 
= to American intervention in Bo- 
livia. 


As te American influence in the peace 
program, it will be sufficient to state 
that there are some persons in Mexico 
who profess that they would welcome 
intervention by Japan—that is, thev 
would cut off their noses to spite the 
‘mited States. The Mexicans, to tell 
the truth, have the same abhorrence 
and dread for the ideals and civiliza- 
tion of the United States that the aiiies 
entertain for the “kultur” of Prussia. 


When I reached Mexico City last Feb- 
ruary, the capital was in a state of 
utter anarchy, as it still remains until 
this day. Few men, whether natives or 
foreigners, dared drive on the streets 
with an automobile, for it was certain 
to be commandeered by the Carranzista 
troops. Plunder and murder were un- 
confined, and foreigners were warned 
against showing themselves in public 
after nightfall if they valued their lives. 

In the midst of this welter of loot and 
bloodshed, which could be compared 
only to scenes tn the French revolution, 
a noticed that the Japanese Minister, 
Mineitciro Adatci, drove forth every Gay 
in his limousine attended only by his 
Japanese chauffeur and footman and 
passed unmolested where it would have 
been dangerous for any other foreigner 
to show himself. 


I inquired the reason for the immunity 
enjoyed by this liliputian personage, 
who, almost lost as to stature in his 
spacious tonneau, surveyed the scenes 
of violence about him with a cool air 
of confidence and disdain; and I was 
told the following story: 

It appears that agents of Gen. Car- 
ranza went to the Japanese legation 
with orders for Minister Adatci to leave 
the country, as most of the repf#senta- 
tives of other countries had done, either 
by their own will or through coercion. 

The Japanese Minister, however, re- 
plied that he wasn’t aware of the exist. 
ence of any such party as the Carran- 
zistas; that, in the absence of any recog- 
nized authority in Mexico, he was sub- 
ject only to the orders of the Japanese 
Emperor; that the Emperor had in- 
structed him to remain in Mexico City; 
and that there he would remain at all 
hazards, 

To give point to his argument, I was 
told, Adatci led the Carranza emissary 
to the patio of the legation and there 
called to his attention a.battery of ma- 
chine guns and an arsenal of rifles, not 
omitting to mention the fact that ha 
had a squad of Japanese veterans to 
man these weapons. Whether this story 
Le apochryphal or no, it is a fact that 
ihe Japanese Minister possessed privi- 
teges enjoyed by no other foreigner; 
nd these privileges extended to his own 
nationals and to the Japanese flag. 


A very close American friend of mine, 
on hig arrival in Mexico City, wished to 
drive about in his automobile and see 
the city. He was told that it would be 
unwise for him to fly the American 
flag over his car, as its effect on the 
populace would probably be similar to 
that of a red rag upon a bull. It was 
recommended that, if he wished to make 


‘| his excursion in safety, he should bor- 


row a Japanese chauffeur from the le- 
gation and mount a Japanese flag. 
When he attempted to buy such a flag, 
he found that similar demands for it 
had exhausted the supply in the city. 
So he took a pillow sham and with red 
ink printed on it a big figure of the sun. 
With this protection he went with im- 
punity all over the city. Later ,when 
he had to give up the automobile for a 
bicycle, he decorated this likewise with 
the Japanese emblem, and while g0 
guarded did not suffer a single molesta- 
tion, although he did suffer considera- 
ble mortification to his own patriotism. 
Strange to say, although there were 
previousl* few Japanese in Mexico City, 
they seemed while I was there to spring 
from the ground. All of the banks 
sought their gervices as guards, and 


ithey soon gained a position somewhat 


similar to that of the Swiss Guards of 
the Vatican. Such was the Japanese 
prestige that these little yellow men, in 
civilian clothes, were esteemed better 
protectors than a squad of soldiers in 
uniform. The Chinese, on the other 
hand, were savagely mistreated. They 
had many restaurants in Mexico. 
These were plundered and ruined at 
will, and the owners often shot. 
Carranza’s Recognition Fatal. 

Such outrages as these took place 
while the Carranzistas were in power in 
Mexico City; and they, with similar oc- 
ecurrences ,of tyranny, misrule and 
weakness, have led me to share the 
prevalent opinion in Mexico that Car- 
ranza’s recognition by the United States 
would be fatal to Mexico's hopes for @ 
permanent peace. 

When I arrived, the Carranzigtas were 
in control of Mexico City; but Carranza, 
mistrusting the temper of the city, had 
withdrawn to Vera Cruz and established 
his capital there. He left in charge of 
Mexice City Gen. Alvaro Obregon, his 
right-hand man, Obregon is 2 soldier 
with an iron hand. He is of Irish de- 
seent. Should he desert Carranza, the 
irst Chief's power would collapse in a 
moment. Obregon was compelled te 
evacuate the city on March ll, and the 
Zapatistas took possession, The Car- 
ranzistas returned July 11, but remained 
only four days, although they issued a 
bombastic proclamation stating that 
| Villa's army had been conquered and 
| destroyed, and that they had come to 
take definite possession of Mexico City. 
Ihey returned for the third time Aug, 
» and were still in comr and there when 
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Obrero Mundial, a branch of the Inter- 
national Workers of the World. On the 
night of March 9 these men hela 4 pa- 
rade. In the course of the evening, one 
of the leaders, Rosendo Salazar, made @ 
speech on the street in which he said: 

“It is time for the Mexican laborers te 
demonstrate to the world that they have 
raised the red flag of social revolution 
against the wealthy, the clergy and 
thope who have exploited the working 
class. 

“It is time for us to go inte the 
churches and demolish the statutes of 
Christ, whom the fantica entitle God 
of the uriverge. Following the example 
of the French, the Mexican workmen 
must establish guillotines in every 
Plaza to exterminate the enemies of the 
laboring class.” 


After prolonged applause, Sailzar led 
hig precious band to Obregon’s head- 
Cuarters in the St. Francis Hotel. Ob- 
regon was not present, but members of 
his staff reviewed the parade, and Col, 
Cienfuegos y Camus addressed them in 
Obregon's name, promising that Car- 
ranza would complete the sucial reforms 
begun by Benito Jaurez. 

Priests Arrested, 

While secretly planning to leave Mex- 
ico City in March, Obregon made a 
desperate attempt to seize all of the, 
money in the city, by means of levying, 
what he called an extraordinary tax for 
the poor, which was estimated to 
amount to 80 millions of pesos. This 
tax was to apply to foreigners as well 
as natives, to priests as well as lay- 
men. His first step was to arrest about 
100 priests, who said they were unable 
to pay the tax, and to send them as 
prisoners to Vera Cruz. Among them |

Italian people so tremendously that 1 
have eften asked myself if it would 
have been possible to persuade Italy to 
entert the conflict if Germany had not 
ovtraged Belgium. The invasion of Bel- 
fiurm was the act that drew away the 
curtain and revealed to the Italian 
people the secret ambitions of Germany 
fv» rthe dominion of Europe; it made 
Italy fear an insupportable oppression 
if Germany and Austria won. The Ital- 
lan Government denounced the Treaty 
of the Triple Alliance on May 4: but 
for the people the agreement was broken 
and with it good relations that had ex- 
Isted up to that time between the King- 
Go mof Italy and the German Empire— 
on Aug. 3, the day when Germany de- 
Clared war on Belgium.

__ J POSTOFFICE BOUND 


© FIM, JANITOR SAYS 


Tells Police That Bandit in 
Selph’s Office Locked Him in 
Wardrobe and Tied Him. 


William Capalla, 30 years old, of 3520 
Missouri avenue, caused excitement in 
the Federal ‘3uilding yesterday at &:10 
a. m., when he rushed from Postmaster 
Selph’s downtown office at the Ninth 
and Olive street corner of the building 
and told of having beén tied hand and 
foot and focked in a wardrobe by an 
armed robber. 

Capalla, a janitor at the postoffice, 
told policemen and postoffice inspect- 
ors, who came in response to telephone 
calls, that as he was entering the post- 
inaster’s office the armed man jumped 
from tehind a door and commanded 
him to throw up his hands. . Though 
he was carying a large and heavy pot- 
tie of filtered water on his shoulder, 
he said, he did not drop the bottle, but 
ret it on the floor and obeyed the 
robber’s order. 

. Says Robber Tied Him. 

The robber, he said, tied his hands 
und feet with ropes and forced him to 
get into a wardrobe in the postmas- 
ter’s office. He said the man asked 
him when the cashier would be down 
with the money and spoke of it being 
pay day ‘ The cashier’s office adjoins 
the postmaster’s office on the north. 

‘When Capalla ran from the office 
into the main corridor, he told F. A. 
Adams, a watchman, that he hed been 
locked in the wardrobe half an hour. 
By wiggling, he said, he had freed 
himself from the ropes. 

Adams went into the postmaster’s of- 
fice and found a window open on the 
Olive street side of the building. Ca- 
palla said the robber must have es- 
eaped from that window and walked 
along a wide stone ledge to the steps 
leading to the street. 

Two short pieces of rope without 
knots in them were found on the floor 
fn front of the wardrobe. 

Did Not Drop Bottle. 

Policemen who questioned Capalla 
were keenly interested in his asser- 
tion that when confronted by the armed 
robber he did not drop the heavy wa- 
ter botle. They thought’ it would have 
been more natural for Capalla under 
Buch circumstances, to drop anything 
he was carrying in his haste to com- 
Ply with the order to hold up his hands. 

Capalla was visibly frightened, as 
though he had been under some un- 
usual strain. This, and the fact that 
his record in the service was good, 
caused Postmaster Selph and Postof- 
fice Inspector Reid to say they believed 
there was foundation for his story.

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BOSTON SYMPHONY 
TO BRING 100 MEN 
FOR CONCERT HERE 


Beethoven, Liszt, Wagner and 
Strauss Represented on Pro- 
gram Saturday Night. 


The Boston Symphony Orchestra will 
Lring its full complement of 100 musi- 
clans. to St. Louis for its concert at .he 
Cdeon Saturday night. The Boston 
Symphony has not been west before in 
2} years, andgits present tour, which be- 
vins at Toledo today, will cover seven 
cities. 

In other cities, the management an- 
nouices, a $5509 guarantee was demand- 
ed. lt St. Louis the orchestra appears 
without a guarantee, and in a house 
which, at the prices charged, cvould 
bring not more than $4090. The nighest 
charge for seats in the Odeon concert 
hall will be $2.50. The orchestra comes 
here at the invitation, and under the 
auspices of the St. Louis Symphuny So- 
ciety. Max Zach, conductor of the St. 
Louis Symphony Orchestra, formerly 
wus an assistant director of the Boston 
crcehestra. 

Dr. Karl Muck, noted conductor of the 
Eoston Symphony, will direct the or- 
chestra on its tour. He has chosen, for 
the St. Louis concert, a program con- 
taining four works differing widely in 
stvlie and content. Tne first 
*‘Ervica’’ Symphony, by Beethoven. The 
second half of the program comprises 
the ‘“‘Hungaria’’ Symphonic Poem by 
l.iszt, Wagner's “A Siegfried Idyl,’’ and 
K.ichard Strauss’ Tone Poem, “Till Eu- 
lensplegel’s Merry Pranks.’’ 

Reethoven’s Most Typical Work. 

The best tribute that can be paid to 
the “‘Eroica’’ Symphony is that no con- 
cuctor will have it immediately pre- 
ceded or immediately followed—with- 
cut an intermission—by cny other work, 
for be that other work the most modern 
composition of a Strauss or a Debussy, 
the “‘Eroica” dwarfs it into nothing- 
ness. For many, the ‘‘Eroica’”’ is Beeth- 
oven’s mosc typical wo For many it 
Bcems to reveal oastacsas than 
any of the other symphonies the inner 
soul of that great genius. It is based 
on great ideas, carried out in a grand 
fashion. 

Liszt’s “‘Hungaria”’ is the ninth of his 
Series of symphonic poems, and until 
Dr. Muck revived it in Boston two years 
ago, it Mad fallen into comparative dis- 
use. Conductors, like other mortals, 
are likely to get into ruts, and Liszt 
was continually represented on the pro- 
grams by his “Les Preludes’ and his 
“Tasso,” while the other symphonic po- 
ems, many of them of as great or even 
greater value, lay neglected. The 
“Hungaria” poem shows Liszt in one 
of his most grandiloquent moods. It 
has all the pomp and circumstance 
characteristic of that extraordinary 
period of the middle nineteenth century, 
when the “‘Romantics’’ ruled the world 
of art, literature, music and painting. 

Labor of Love for Wife. 

Richard Wagner never did anything 
more exquisite than ‘‘A Siegfried Idyl.’’ 
It was a labor of love, a gift to his 
wife in gratitude for the son she haa 
given him. With the craft of a magi- 
cian, Wagner has (aken lovely episodes 
from his music drama of the youthful 
Siegfried and woven them anew into 
delicate, fragile fabric that is a consum- 
mate expression of lyric poetry. 

The final number on the program, the 
tone poem, “Till Eulenspiegel’s Merry 
Pranks,” shows Richard Strauss at the 
highest point of his achiements. It is 
one of the few examples of so-called 
“humorous” music that really has hu- 
mor. Taking as his hero that fabulous 
figure of the imagination of the mid- 
die ages, “Till Owlglass,” he leads 
him in music through a series of ad- 
ventures with extraordinary incisive- 


ness.

as a public record, and open to in- 
spection by anyone so desiring dur- 
ing customary officer hours, The of- 
ficer receiving such application shall 
not issued a license thereon until af- 
ter “the lapse of at least 10 days. 
Upon receiving and filing the applica- 
tion, he shall at once notify the sur- 
viving parents or parent, or guard- 
lan, or near relative, as the case may 
be, by mall, of the fact that such ap- 
plication has. been filed, giving 
the names of both the proposed 
groom and proposed bride in full. 
He shall also keep posted in a con- 
spicuous place in his office a list of 
applications to marry, as and when

address of the parties, and he shail 
also, before issuing any such license, 
Kive notice thereof by publication at 
least twice in some newspaper of 
general circulation, if any publishd 
in the county where the application is 
made.

St. Louis is now pending before the 
Board of Aldermen than at any time in | 
recent years, according to officers of the 
Civic League, which will be active in 
supporting many of the bDills. The 
20 standing committees of the league / 
held their, first meetings for the new | 
season’s Work in September and passed 
upon more than a score of bills prepared 
by city departments and the special 
counsel] of the city, Hugh K. Wagner. 
The bills indorsed by the committees 
and the Executive Board of the league 
which will be actively pushed are: 
A bill regulating 5 and 10 cent lodg- 
ing houses in the interest of public 
health and of safety of the lodgers. 
There is no regulation whatever of 
these houses at present. Investigation 
made by the Civic League show them 
to be overcrowded, filthy, breeders of 
disease and fire traps. A bill for their 
regulation was defeated in the Council 
a year ago, through the influence of 
lodging house landlords. 
A bill making the new pure milk law 
more effective by providing for the ap- 
pointment of a bacteriologist to test the 
samples of milk and for inspectors to 
make cases. The Health Department is 
seriously crippled by a lack of in- 
spectors. Throughout the country suc- 
cessful pure milk work has been done 
only where special inspectors are em- 
ployed,

The city gets a revenue 
of $40,000 a year from market rentals 
and expends only about $7000 for their 
supervision.

In this connec- 
tlon an ordinance has been introduced 
bringing Biddle market which has leased 
several years, under the city’s control.

A bill providing for the wrapping of 
bread and for sanitary containers for 
all bakery produce. 

A bill extending the work of the City 
Forester to provide for the planting of 
street shade trees by the city instead 
of by individual property owners with 
the cost assessed against benefited prop- 
erty. 

A bill making better provisions for the 
‘cyntrol of advertising placed on proper- 
ty without the consent of the owner. 
This bill is backed jointly by the 
League and the Real Estate Exchange. 

Fire Marshal Bill. 

A bill creating a fire marshal in the 
Fire Department to investigate the ori- 
gin of all fires. 

A bill providing for the removal of 
weeds on vacant lots and snow and ice 
from sidewalks by the city when the 
property owner fails to act, charging 
the cost against the delinquent property 


‘} owner. 


A bill providing for the abolition of the 
common roller towel in public places. 
It.is likely that the league also will 
support the bill introduced through the 
Director of Public Welfare, providing 
for an annual license and inspection 
of tenement houses. It has been found 
impossible to enforce the law requiring 
sanitary provisions in all tenements 
without some form of license and in- 
spection. 
Vault Ordinance Not Needed. 
The league has dropped a proposed 
ordinance for the abolition of 20,000 
vaults in the city, because it has been 
found that the power given to the 
Health Commissioner under the charter 


will permit him to abolish vaults with- 
out an ordinance. 

Other ordinances shortly to be intro- 
duced which will receive the support 
of the league provide for the regulation 
of signs on roofs and for the control of 
unnecessary noise. League officers say 
that more complaints come to the 
league’s complaint bureau about un- 
necessary noise than about any other 
one form of nuisance. The campaigns 
for the support of the various bills in- 
dorsed by league committees will be itn 
charge of sub-committees.

After this came the great munition 
scandal, and England, six months 0 
late, began to mobilize her industries.

Geography of Western Front. 


Turning now to the geography of the 
“Western front, {t is simplest to begin 
by dividing this whole front into a 
few sectors and discussing these in 
turn. These sectors are Ypres, Arras, 
Aisne, Champagne, Argonne, Verdun, 
_ 4d» .aine and Vosges. Of these only the

‘Each eye 
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Picture of Idol of-~ Buddha in 
Japan Typifies the Non- 
Christian World. 


NEW YORK, Oct. 3—A poster in 
four colors is to be displayed in front 
of thousands of churches to announce 
the national missionary campaingn, the 
opening feature of which is a great 
interdenominational convention for men 
in Chicago, beginning Oct. 14, with a 
program of inspirational and educational 
speaking. : 

The poster is rasbetion! of both*héme 
and foreign missions, which are strik- 
ingly represented. The non-Christian 
world is typified by a figure of a great 
idol with a group of worshipers before 
it, and mission work at home by a man 
of the common people, standing in a 
city street. The particular idol which 
jras been taken as a symbol of idolatrous 
religion is the gigantic bronze Buddha 
at Kamakura, Japan. 

This wonderful idol 
date from the year 1252, and the reasons 
and particulars of its erection have 
been lost to history. The bronze figure. 
sitting uncovered in a grove of trees, 
is 54 feet high and $7 feet in circum- 
ference. It is made of sheets of bronze, 
cast separately, brazed together and 
finished on the outside with the chise!. 
The length of the face is 8% feet and 
the width from ear to ear 17 feet 9 
inches. In the forehead there is a solid 
silver boss of the weight of 3% pounds. 
is 4 feet in length and is 
made of pure gold. The weight of the 
statue has been estimated at 450 tons, 
and its value as bronze, at the prevail- 
ing market price, is about $315,000. This 
does not take into account the silver 
boss in. the idol’s forehead or the eyes 
of gold. 

Legend of the Snails. 

On the head are ball-shaped protuber- 
ancegy resembling curls. These repre- 
sent snails, which, according to legend, 
crawled up to shelter the bald head of 
Buddha from the burning rays of the 
‘un. Immense bronze plants of sacred 
lotus are in front of the figure and at 
each side are great bronze lanterns. 

This image was chosen by the secre- 
taries of the Laymen’s Missionary Move- 
ment, which is organizing the campaign, 
as typical of the relizions of the non- 
Christian world, complacent, unhearing, 
unseeing, unmoved by the millions who, 
without knowledge of Christ. bow in 
futile worship before their idols. On 
the poster the great idol is printed in 
dark green, as near as possible to the 
color of bronze. The head and shoul- 
ders stand above a forest, outlined 
against a twilight sky. 

The man representing home missions 
Stands bewildered in the heart of a 
freat American city, in which much of 
home mission work is centered. He 
seems to need the ministrations of a 
church but, alak, the doors of the 
church are closed, for it is a week day. 
The man may be an immigrant just ar- 
rived, an alien who has been in the 
United States for some time, or an 
American-born laborer or mechanic. 

Faetory, Tenement and Slum. 

He is depicted as representative of 
many thousands. The factory, the ten- 
ement and the slum in the picture, are 
important factors not only in his prob- 
lems but in the work of the home mis- 
sion agencies, The man appears to be 
poor and the artist has endeavored to 
give the impression that he is drifting 
away from spiritual and moral moor- 
ings. 

The poster also carried a militant text 
reading: ‘‘Men wanted, National Mis- 
sionary Campaign, 1915-1916, Enlist for 
World Service. Conventions in 7 cities.” 

Following the convention in Chicago 
in October, there are to be 7% others in 
the leading cities of the United ‘States, 
culminating in a national missionary 
congress in Washington, next April. All 
the home and foreign missionary agen- 
cies of the country are making unusual 
preparations for co-operation in the 
campaign.

NEW YORK, Oct. 2. 
ARLY every day between June 4 
FR ana July 23 Turkish sailing ves- 
sels loaded to the gunwales with 
Christian Armenians—men and women 
and children—left the port of Trebizon‘4. 
in Asia Minor, and when they had gone 
a few miles from the shore dumped 
their living freight into the sea. In 
this manner 14,000 civilians, whose only 
crime was that they believed in Christ, 
were massacred by the Turks. This 
wholesale slaughter was supervised by 
Turkish soldiers and carried out method. 
ically. The Italian Consul-General, from 
whose report these facts are taken, was 
so affected by the sickening savagery 
of it all that he could neither eat nor 
sleep. 

Yet this infamy, “exceeding anything 
ever perpetrated in the history of man- 
kind,”’ was only an incident in the care- 
fully planned massacre of Christians 
that has been going on steadily through- 
out Armenia since the beginning of 
May. Already out of a total popula- 
tion of not more than 1,500,000 souls, at 
least 40,000 people have been put to 
death and an even more terrible fate 
has befallen the younger women, who 
have been carried off in droves to the 
harems of the Turks. 

Nation Being Exterminated. 

Thus, with horrible refinements of 
cruelty, which make even the martyr- 
dom of Belgium pale into insignifi- 
cance, an entire nation is being rooted 
out and exterminated. And what a na- 
tion! Armenia received the word of 
God from 8&t. Gregory the Illuminator 
and had adopted the Christian faith 
when England was still worshiping at 
Druid shrines, and two centuries before 
Clovis, King of the Franks, was bap- 
tized on the spot where the Cathedral 
of Rheims now stands. Armenia gave 
aid and succor to the Crusaders and re- 
sisted undismayed the onslaughts of 
Timur the Lame, never wavering from 
the Christian faith, to which it has kept 
through centuries of Mohammedan mis- 
rule and despite the bloodiest of perse- 
cutions.

reople be abandoned to their fate and 
left to perish? Will Christian America 
stand by In smug neutrality and see 
so dire a crime committed without rais- 
ing his voice in protest? That is the 
question which faces Christian men and 
women in America today. 

The tragedy now being enacted in 
Asiatic Turkey is unparalleled in mod- 
ern times. It is true that the scene 
is far away from this country and al- 
most hidden behind a heavy curtain, 
only a corner of which has been lifted, 
but the cries of the victims are loud 
enough to rend the skies and to send 
a thrill of horror through the whole 
world. Let me state as dispassionately 
as I may the facts, which no amount of 
diplomatic denial can obscure or change. 
Systematic Work of Extermination. 

In cold blood and with minutely drawn 
plans, the Turkish Government, from 
the beginning of May, set about the 
work of exterminating all the Armenian 
Christians within its domains. A state 
commission was organized in Constan- 
tinople with the object of achieving this 
purpose in the shortest possible time, 
and while thousands of Armenians were 
being slaughtered by the Kurdish irreg- 
ulars on the Russian frontiers, the 
agents of the Sublime Porte began the 
work of extermination in the most sys- 
tematic and effictent manner. 

First came the arrest of all Armenian 
leaders throughout Asiatic Turkey. Cler- 
gymen, lawyers, doctors, authors, bank- 
ers, and, in short, every man of any in- 
fluence, was taken from his home and 
thrown into prison. Many of them were 
hanged on sentences issued by court- 
martials after mock trials. These men 
were found guilty of all sorts of of- 
fenses, but principally of high treason, 
in that they attempted to create an 
autonomous Armenia and incited for- 
eigners to the intent against the Ot- 
toman Government, with a view to the 
disintegration of Turkey; that for the 
realization of their intentions they held 
secret meetings, issued circulars and 
maintained correspondence with foreign 
countries. 

All Able-Bodied Men in Army. 

The glaring falsehood of these alle- 
gationa is evident from the fact that 
no foreign Government would ever have. 
acted on the incitement of Armenians; 
that no correspondence either with for- 
eign countries, or even with the inter- 
lor, Was possible after the outbreak of 
the war and that no ablebodied men 
were left to create or take part in any 
movement of political character because 
all ablebodied men had been drafted 
into the army.

today, the stick of forced pilgrimage in 
hand, toward the Mesopotanmiian wilder- 
ness, to live among Arabians and Kurd- 
ish savage tribes. * * * Very few of 
them will be able to reach the spots 
designated for their exile, and those 
who do will perish from starvation if 
no immediate relief reaches them.” 

A memorandum presented by the Ar- 
menians of Bulgaria to the Czar Ferdl- 
nand, asking for his intercession on be- 
half of the Armenians of Turkey, con- 
tains the list of 30 townships in Armenia 
and Asia Minor, the Armenian popula- 
tion of which, 80,000 in number, have 
been deported. Reports received from 
reliable sources assert that not even 
the third of the exiles have reached 
their destination, being massacred on 
the way or dropping exhausted from 
hunger. It is needless to say that the 
properties of the deported Armenians 
have been divided among the Moslem 
refugees from Balkan countries through 
a special commission appointed by the 
Government. 

Women Taken to Harems. 

Now the deed is done and is still be- 
ing done. Abdul Hamid, the Great As- 
sassin, as Gladstone branded him, had/ 
taken vows that he would reduce the 
Armenians into a community of cooks, 
stable tenders and porters. Enver Pasha 
did more than that. He practically 
crushed out all life from this unfortunate 
nation. Nearly half a million of Ar- 
menians are destroyed by sword or 
starvation, accoring to reports reaching 
the State Department and corroborated 
by the appeal of Viscount Bryce. 

Thousands of women and girls have 
been taken to harems and forced to 
adopt Islam after being subjected to 
unspeakable outrages. Sister Laura of 
a German mission in Turkey, who saw 
a group of 3000 exiles, mostly women 
and children, in Der-Zor, Southern Meso- 
potamia, after describing their heart- 
rending condition, quotes the following 
words from a girl exile who had gone 
out of the German orphanage in Bey- 
rout, and who spoke in fluent German 
language: 

“Why does God allow this*thing? Why 
should we suffer so? Why do they not 
better strike us dead? During the day 
we have no water for the children, and 
they are crying for thirst. At night 
the Arabs come and steal our beds and 
clothing. They have taken us girls and 
have disgraced the women. If we can- 
not march any further we are beaten 
by the soldiers. They also told that 
uther women have thrown themselves 
into the water in order to escape dis- 
grace. The mothers with their newly 
born babes had done the same, because 
they could not see any way out of their 
sufferings.” 


Enver Pasha Is “Amused.” 

Enver Pasha had reason to boast for 
having accomplished in 30 days what 
Abdul Hamid could not do in 30 years. 
To a question by the Austrian Ambas- 
sador as to why old men at least were 
not spared from tortures, he is quoted 
as Saying, “‘because it amuses us.” I 
wonder if Nero deserved more credit for 
heartlessness when he gave Rome to 
flames to amuse himself. 

The actual question before this coun- 
try is: Will a helping hand be extended 
to save the survivors, the remnants of 
that ancient race, the innocent victims 
of European diplomacy? At least 760,- 
000, one third of them within Russian 
territory, are in need of bread. 

The Armenians have some claim on 
the Christian and civilized world. They 
are Indo-European by race and recog- 
nized by every authority as an indus- 
trious, intelligent and progressive peo- 
ple. Nearly all the world’s classics, in- 
cluding Homer, Virgil, Horace, Cicero, 
Dante, Shakspeare, Goethe, etc., are 
rendered into Armenian language. The 
Armenian translation of the Bible, 
dated as far back as 412, is considered 
by competent critics as queen of trans- 
lations. Christianity was adopted as a 
religion of state in Armenia some 8% 
years prior to its triumph in the West 
by the action of the Milvian Bridge 
(312) and over 100 years before the edicts 
of Theodosius the First against. the 
practice of paganism. Caesar Maximin 
waged war on Armenia for her adopting 
the Christian faith and was defeated by 
Tiridates, the Armenian King. 


Aidded the Crusaders, 

For centuries the Armenians defended 
the eastern frontiers of Christian civili- 
zation against the hordes of Asia, first 
against the Persian fire worshipers, 
against whom they fought in 451 A. D., 
and later against the invasions of Tar- 
tars. In the eleventh and twelfth cen- 
turies they acted as guides and allies 
to the crusaders in Asia and assisted 
them against the Sultans of Egypt and 
Syria. 

Speaking of the ruins of Ani, the cap- 
ital of the Bagratime dynasty. of Ar- 
tnenia in the tenth century, H. F. Lynch, 
the well-known traveler and author, 
said: “‘Her monuments throw a lLght 
upon the character of the Armenian 
reople jand they bring Into pronounce- 
ment important features of the Armenian 
history. They leave no doubt that the 
Armenian people may be included in 
the small number of races which have 
shown themselves susceptible of the 
liighest culture.”’ 

Viscount Bryce says: “Among all those 
who dwell in Western Asia, they (the 
Armenians) stand first, with a capacity 
for intellectual and moral progress, as 
well as with a natural tenacity of wil] 
and purpose. beyond that of all their 
neighbors. They are a strong race, not 


‘only with vigorous nerves and sinews, 


rhysically active and energetic, but also 
cf conspicuous brain power.”’ 
European diplomacy had assumed since 
the Congress of Berlin in 1878 the pro- 
tection of this unhappy nation against 
Turkish misrule and Kurdish depreda- 
tions. The Turkish statecraft had suc- 
ceeded for 35 years in playing off one 
Tower against the other, taking advan- 
‘age of the mutual jealousies and strug- 
cles for predominance in the Near East. 
Hence the massacres perpetrated unde: 
Abdul Hamid ifn 1889 and 1896 and those 
‘nder the Young Turks in 1909 were 
allowed to pass unpunished. 


Reforms Fnded When War Began. 

It was only in 1913 that the Sublime 
Porte assented, after much pressure by 
Russia, France and England, and not- 
withstanding counter actions by Ger 
many, to certain measures of reform in 
Armenia. Soon after the breaking out 
of the European war the Turkish Gov- 
ernment dropped the proposed schemes 
of reform and recalled the two Euro- 
pean commissioners who had been sent

There are some French-Canadians in 
many of the other 8 infantry battal- 
fons and in other branches of the serv- 
le, and they have fought valiantly and 
feen exceedingly useful to their com- 
rades in France; but the bulk of the 
French-speaking volunteers prefer to go 
with their own people. 

The exact number of French enlist- 
ments has not been published. If the 
Dominion Government has analyzed the 
recruiting statistics to determine exactly 
where are the weak spots in th. Cana- 
dian armor it declines to divulge the re- 
eulta. 

The latest published totals were given 
out at the end of July. showing only 
the recruiting by provinces. The Mon-

Bourassa is one of the striking per- 
sonalities of French Canada. From a 
Nationalist in the Dominion Parllament 
he has swung over to radical Socialism 
He is an able lawyer, a student and an 
orator to compare with William Jén 
nings Bryan. Bourassa’s editorial pen 
ie as facile as Henry Watterson’s. His 
admirers clothe him with sincere mo- 
tives: his enemies see only Po.rassa’s 
keen delight in destructive criticism. 


Raurassa Raises Protest. 


HIS is not Canada’s war, says 
T Bourassa: Canada can have no 
possible interest in it. He con- 
femns everything leaning toward 
British imperialism. Exactly what his 
ideal is nobody seems to understand: 
many believe that Bourassa enter- 
‘ains the dream of Honore Mercier, 
che Premier of old Quebec, who cam- 
naigened for the formation of a 
French republic to include Eastern 
Canada and part of the New England 
states. 

Bourassa raised vehement protest 
igainst the suggestion of discharg- 
ing unmarried men to make them 
enlist, and personally petitioned 
Ottawa to prosecute for intimida- 
tfon the speakers who had uttered 
st.

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RULING ONPANAMA 
DUTIES 1S LIKELY 
T0 BE CHANGED 


N.. Judson’s Experience 
Brought to Attention of the 
Treasury Department.

A change in the Treaspry Depart- 
ment’s arbitrary ruling, requiring Amer- 
icans traveling between New York and 
San Francisco by water to pay duty 
on wearing apparel bought in Panama 
City, even if they are wearing it on ar- 
riving in port, will probably follow the 


publicity given to this matter by Fred- 
erick N. Judson, St. Louis lawyer, who 
told of it in an interview published in 
the Post-Dispatch Wednesday. 

Judson recently made the voyage from 
San Francisco to New York on the 
steamer Vinland. A “slide’ in he 
Panama Canal delayed the tourists @ 
week, and several had to buy clothing 
in Panama City. On arriving in New 
York, the purchasers of the clothing 
were required tu pay duty on XW, al- 
though they were wearing it, and al- 
though the tariff law exempts wearing 
apparel which is in use. Panama City 
is a foreign part, not being in the 
Canal Zone. 

In his statement to the Post-Dispatch, 
Judson said he could see no reason why 
apparel bought in Panama City should 
be treated differently from epparel 
bought in London or Paris. If the pur- 
chases had been made in London or 
Paris, he pointed out, the articles would 
have entered New York free of duty. 
lie said he could see no legal basis for 
tlie requirement, and he added that 
most of the payments were made under 
protest. 

The Post-Dispatch’s Washington cor- 
respondent, in answer to a telegram of 
inquiry, wired yesterday that it was 
likely thaf the ‘Treasury Department 
would change its ruling and place Pan- 
ama on a par with other foreign ports. 

The Treasury Department, according 
te the correspondent's dispatch, has 
held that the journey between New 
York and San Francisco, via the canal, 
Was one continuous voyage and that 
travelers on this voyage were not en- 
titled to the exemption granted to those 
who have gone to fcreign countries and 
returned. Yn other werds, it was lield 
that the journey was not of the dura- 
tion contemplated by the framers of 
the tariff law and, therefore, was not 
ecneidered as being ‘‘to. foreign terri- 
tory”—although the charging of a duty 
shows that the tourists have been to 
such territory. 

So many portests have resulted from 
the enforcement of this rule, the dis- 
patch stated, that Assistant Secretary 
of the Treasury FPeters, {n charge of 
customs, indicated that a change wa? 
likely. He said the matter would prob- 
ably be “adjusted” within a day or two.

Grants Principle of Collec- 
tive Bargaining and Guar- 
antees Against Discrimina- 
tion Against Members of 
Union, but Does Not Rec- 
cognize Mine Workers. 


EACH CAMP TO HAVE 
VOICE IN DISPUTES 


Unjust Discharge Guarded 
Against and Better Living 
and Working Conditions 
Provided For—Colorado 
Divided Into Districts.

PUEBLO. Colo., Oct. 2.—Collective 


bargaining, insured by.a contract sign- 
ed and sealed with a term of years, 
Was promised today by John D. Rocke- 
feller Jr. to the emipoyes of the Colo- 
rado Fuel and Iron Co. The contract 
was embodied in the industrial plan 
submitted by Rockefeller at a meeting 


of officers of the company and griev- 
ance representatives from the various 
coal camps. The plan carries a guar- 
antee against discrimination against 
members of any union but does not 
provide for recognition of the United 
Mine Workers of America. 

The industrial system outlined at the 
conference is looked upon as the Rocke- 
feller answer to the demands of the 
United Mine Workers—demands, which 
fn 1913 led to one of the most bitter in- 
dustrial conflicts in the history of the 
country. Rockefeller has maintained 
that his plan is not an attack upon 
unionism, but that it is “broader and 
more democratic” than the system ad- 
vocated by the miners’ organization. 
The Rockefeller plan, formulated by 
Rockefeller. and W. lL. MacKenzie 
King, in collaboration with operating 
officials of the company, is based ypon 
ml mediation system already in opera- 


The fete of the plan now hinges. upon 
the action of the Colorado Fuel and Iron 
Co. directors and the miners employed 
by the company. At a meeting here to- 

by delegates from the 

: coal camps, operating 

officers and mine superintendents, the 
pian was unanimously approved. 

- The meeting voted to submit the pro- 
posal to the directors at a meeting in 
Denver Monday, and to the miners at a 
referendum ‘vote. If a majority of the 
directors and a majority of the miners 
élect to accept the plan, it will become 
effective at once. 

The éprinkling of members of the Unit- 
€@ Mine Workers among the delegates 
made no opposition to the plan. The 
expenses of the miners’ delegates in at- 
tending the meeting were paid by the 
Colorado Fuel and Iron Co., which also 
reimbursed the men for the time they 
iost in leaving the mines and coming to 
Pueblo. 

Rockefeller Addresses Miners. 

Before he began an explanation of the 
proposal Rockefeller addressed the dele- 
gates, outlining his idea of a corpora- 
tion. He said it was made up of four 
parties—stockholders, directors, officers 
and employes. 

‘The interests of neither one of these 
four rtles can be neglected without 
disaster to the whole company,” he 
said. “For 14 years the stockholders of 
the common stock of the Colorado Fue) 
and Iron Co. have not received one cent 
on their investment. Does that tally 
with the stories that the stockholders 
have been oppressing the miners? Not 
one man in this room can afford to let 
the capital invested in mines in Colo- 
rado get discouraged and pull out. If

Neither the Secretary of State nor the 
German ambassador would make any 
statement. The latter was optimistic 
and believed the new note would com- 
pletely solve the situation. MCLansing 
expressed no opinion, preferring to con- 
sult President Wilson in Washington on 
Monday, but it was evident that he did 
not share the ambassador's optimism. 
though inclined to regard the new note 
as offering for the present a negotia- 
ble basis. 

The ambassador was with Lansing 
only a few minutes, during which the 
latter did not express any view on the 
note, assuring Count. von Bernstorff 
he would notify him of the time for 
the next conference after he had 
studied the communication carefully. 

All Points Not Cleared. 

There was nothing to indicate that 
the new German note met entirely the 
viewpoint of the United States, but in- 
asmuch as the American Government 
made it clear to Count von Bernstorff 
informally, that disavowal of the sink- 
ing of the Arabic was absolutely neces- 
sary before there could be any further 
negotiation or arbitration of the amount 
of indernnity, the general inference was 
that the Berlin foreign office had taken 
the view that the German submarine 
commander must have erred in assum- 
ing that the Arabic was intent on a 
hostile act when going to the rescue of 
the British steamer Dunsley. 

It was pointed out as significant in 
German quarters that when the Ger- 
man Government sent its first note on 
the Arabic offering to arbitrate the 
questions of fact in the case, the evi- 
dence collected by the American Gov- 
ernment was not before it. Since that 
time, the data carefully obtained by 
the United States and held by the 
Washingten Government to be abso- 
lutely conclusive that the Arabic was 
not attempting to ram the German 
submarine, has been placed before the 
German Foreign Office. 

The prevalent view tonight was that 
Germany had admitted the error of her 
submarine commander. but wished to 
arbitrate the extent to which Germanv 
was llable under the circumstances for 
a mistake. Whethersthis would be sat- 
isfactory has never been indicated by 
Washington officials, though: it has 
been made plain that the principles in- 
volved would not be made the subject 
of discussion in an arbitral tribunal. 

To Return to Weshington. 

Count von Bernstorff, at his hotel, 
appeared very much pleased with the 
contents of the new note which prob- 
ably will be published :n a dav or 
two. He announced treat he «xpected 
tc return te Washireton with ais 
embassy staff at the end of the pres- 
eni month.

Its Dispatch to London Will De- 
pend Upon Germany’s Attitude 
on Submarine Question.

WASHINGTON, Oct. 2.—America’s 
formal protest against the methods em- 
ployed by Great’ Britain to interfere 
with the commerce of this country with 
the neutrals of Europe has been com-

RILLED IN GRASK 
OF AUTOMOBILES 


He Runs Into Delivery Wagon 
When He Turns From Miner- 
va Into Hamilton Avenue. 


CHILD WITH HIM UNHURT 


Death Reveals That He and 
Wife Recently Had Been Main- 
taining Separate Residences. 


Oliver Shiras, 39 years old, of the 
Bellevue Apartments, 14 North King’s 
highway, formerly head of an electrical] 
firm and lately a district manager for 
the Prudential Life Insurance Co., was 
killed yesterday afternoon when his 
automobile ran into a delivery machine 
at Hamilton and Minerva avenues. 
Kathryn Buntin, 13 years old, of the 
Aberdeen Apartments, 20 North King’s 
highway, who was with Shiras:in his 
car, was not hurt. 

Shiras’ death disclosed the fact that 
Mrs. Shiras has been living at the 
Buckingham Hotel, while her husband 
lived in his apartment, a block away. 
Their eight-year-old daughter, Sarah 
Patterson Shiras, lived at the Bucking- 
ham with her mother, but Shiras took 
the child to and from school daily in 
his automobile. Mrs. Shiras was not at 
her husband’s apartment last night, 
and a woman friend, who spoke for 
her there, declined to make any ex- 
planation of the separate places of 
residence, 

The Shiras-Chassaing Electrical 
$21 Locust street, of which Shiras 
president, went into bankruptcy last 
June, involving about $50,000. Shiras was 
not legally bound by the firm’s debts, 
but he nevertheless sold his home in 
Lucas place, Normandy, near the Belle 
Rive club, for the benefit of creditors. 

He and his wife and daughter lived 
for a time at the Buckingham in the 
early summer, and then the wife and 
daughter went to the country, returning 
a few weeks ago to the hotel, while 
Shiras lived at the apartment. 

Child Made Hysterical by Accident. 

The girl who was riding with Shiras 
was one of his daughter’s playmates. 
At the time of the accident little Sarah 
Shiras was playing with another child 
in the Buntin apartment. Katherine 
Buntin telephoned from the scene of the 
accident to her mother, Mrs. Davis C. 
Buntin, who went in her automobile 
to the scene. When the girl reached 
home, she was hysterical, and was un- 
able to give a coherent account of the 
accident. 

Persons who saw 
Shiras was driving east on Minerva 
avenue at a high rate of speed, in his 
seven passenger car. The delivery car, 
on a Ford chassis, was running north 
on Hamilton avenue. 

As Shiras’ car approached the other, 
Shiras turned to the left, as if to run 
north on Hamilton. Those who saw 
the accident thought that this turn was 
not intended at first, but was made in 
the hope of avoiding a collision. The 
front wheels of the Shiras car crashed 
into the front of the delivery car, and 
the Shiras mathine was whirled about 
and overturned. 

Shiras fell under the car. His neck 
was broken and his head crushed. The 
girl beside him was t@ssed out, feet 
first, without the infliction of a écratch 
Occupants of Delivery Auto Unhurt. 

Alphonsus DeHatre of 4726 Natural 
Bridge road was driving the delivery 
machine. which belonged to the Wa- 
bash Provision Co., 819 North Third 
street. His wife, his brother, George, 
and his son, Joseph, 4 years old, were 
with him in the machine. All kept 
their seat®, and the only damage to the 
machine was the bending of the axle, 
throwing the front wheels out of align- 
ment. 

De Hatre was arrested. He said 
Shiras’ machine was running rapidly, 
but he did not wish to estimate the 
speed. He said he saw the other 
car bearing down oon him as he 
passed the south curb of Minerva ave- 
nue, and that Shiras turned as he 
reached the middle of the street. 

Shiras was a Cornell graduate, and 
was in various lines of electrical and 
automobile business here from 1908 
until the failure of his concern last 
June. He was formerly president of 
the St. Louis Taxicab Co. 

Retained Club Memberships. 

After the failure, his friends noted 
that he retained his membership in 
the Sf. Louis and Bellerive Clubs, 
nd that he seemed determined to re- 
establish himself in the business com- 
munity. 

In February, 1913, Mr. and Mrs. 
Shiras were passengers on the Busi- 
ness Men’s League Panama tour. Re- 
turning from the Canal Zone on a 
steamship, they were informed by a 
wireless message that their daughter 
had been stricken with appendicitis. 
Before another message could be re- 
ceived a storm intervened, and for 36 
hours the parents were without news 
of the child's conditions, Their dis- 
tress and anxiety caused festivities to 

> suspended by the other tourists. 
When the message did reach them, 
shortly before the steamer’s arrival 
at New Orleans, it bore favorable 
news.

Tells Incident of Battle. 

He visited a number of training 2anips 
last summer, and this was one of  -he 
firing-line incidents he related: 

“During a heavy bombardment a num- 
ber of German soldiers fell betweei. two 
cpposing lines of trenches; the fire was 
su heavy that the wounded could not be 
rescued. One young wounded private 
drew a Bible from his pocket, and be- 
gar. reading to his comrades: 


"Yea, though I walk through the 
valley of the shadow of death, I shall 
fear no evil, for Thou art with me, thy 
rod and thy staff they comfort me.’ 


* “When he had finished the Psalm of 
David, those about him cried for more. 
He continued reading until an hour 
passed. Still no Red Cross aid came, 
and his words were broken by the roar 
of shells overhead. He became thirsty, 
but there was no water. Then a young 
officer crawled over to him, and let him 
touch his tongue to the lens of a field 
glass. Slightly refreshed, the private be- 
gan reading the Psalms again, and con- 
tinued another hour until the cannonad- 
ing ceased, and aid reached them.” 


Church Bulldings for Red Cross. 

Bishop Nuelsen said 15 Methodist 
Church buildings in various European 
countries were being used for Red Cross 
purposes. The first woman to be decor- 
ated with the Iron Cross in this war 
was a Methodist deaconess, he said. This 
was because of bravery on the firing 
L.ne. 


In Switzerland the Methodist Church 
crganized a Central Bureau for Prison- 
ers of War, through which letters, cloth- 
ing, etc., are being sent by relatives 
to soldiers in the various prison camps. 

“The nearer to the firing line you are, 
the less race hatred you hear,’ Bishop 
Nuelsen said. “I find it is the writers 
and others thousands of miles away who 
are the bitterest. The men who are out 
im the trenches risking their lives 
are not slandering one another; in hos- 
ritals in the various nations I always 
heard them speak chivalrously of their 
foes.”’

Bishop Nuelsen concluded his address 
by saying that “if the peoples of Eu- 
rope had had as much devotion to their 
God as to their countries, this war 
would never have happen 

Bishop Nuelsen is a of the late

LONDON, Oct. 2.—On both eastern and 
western fronts heavy fighting is con- 
tinuous, but it lacks the dramatic fea- 
tures afforded by the early stages or 
the allies’ big offensive, which started 
a week ago today and resulted tn a con- 
siderable gain of ground in Champagne 
and Artois, still held by the allies, oF 
the great drives which the Austro-Germ 
mans successfully engineered againdt 
the Russians for fully five months that 
carried them from Western Galicia. t& 
the western border of Old Russia. 

In the west, the allies, in the face df 
furious German counter attacks, are 
holding their new positions and are 
themselves making local attacks whieh 
the Germans claim to have repulsed, 
Official reports do not agree exactly ar 
to what is going on in Champagne and 
Artois, but apparently both sides are 
taking part in attacks, which naturally 
follow when one army is attempting to 
consolidate ground won. 

The British delivered a counter-at- 
tack Friday night on the Teutonic 
forces south of Fosse, France, and 
achieved their “objective, which was 
two German ‘trenches,” according to 
a report received from Field Marsha!) 
Sir John French, commander in chief 
of the British army. 

The Field Marshal's communication, 
received under date of 10 p. m., was 
given out by the British war office 
as follows: 

“We delivered a counter attack last 
night and achieved our objective, 
which was two German trenches 
southwest of Fosse, which the enemy 
had recovered in his counter attack 
of the 26th. There have been fo

Bodies Are Strewn About in Lifelike Attitude, a 
Testimony to Effect of French Artillery, 
Says Man Who Visited Scene.

Special to the Post-Dispatch. 

CHICAGO, Oct. 2.—The Chicago Daily 
News today prints the following dis- 
patch from Paris, dated yésterday: 

“Here is the first actual description 
of the Champagne battlefield, strewn 
with dead and Wounded, just as it looked 
during the opening phase of the terrific 
struggle which is continuing. It was 
written by a former correspondent of 
the Chicago Daily News, who is now 
an officer in the French army, who re- 
cently was wounded, but who rejoined | 
his battery on the second day of the of- 
fensive: 

“*When, after two sleepless nights on 
a train, with nothing to eat save bread 
and tinned meat, we reachcd a station 
in the Champagne, I was very tired. 
Nevertheless, my heart thrilled with 
joy, for before me was a column of 500 
prisoners, while all about them, 
through the crowd of officers and sol- 
diers, rushed incessangly automobiles, 
trucks and supply wagons in an agitat- 
ed jumble, which told of victory. ‘Vic- 
tory’ is a word which intoxicates—a tri- 
umphal word. 

“‘T was informed that I still had to 
zo 20 kilometers (12 miles) to rejoin my 
comrades, and I immediately began to 
seek means of transportation. I soon 
found one, the only defect of which was 
that it was very hot. In short, I made 
the journey on a locomotive of the nar- 


Pmunition to the front. 
Reaches His Battery. 

“There, after wandering for some 
time through a flat, ugly country, I 
found one of my comrades standing on 
a ridge, which turned out to be the roof 
of a subterranean house, which [ myself 
now inhabit. I was received enthusi- 
astically after my long absence, and 
everybody hastened to show me about 
the new quarters. The dwellings are 
comfortable, resembling ships’ cabins, 
with narrow berths. But it was the 
battle which interested me. 

“‘T arrived Sept, 26, just a day after 
our troops had assaulted and pierced the 
German lines and swept forward four 
or five kilometers (2.4 to 3 miles). I was 
informed that I easily could visit the 
battlefield, for one of our comrades, 
seeing the infantry charge and despite 
the fact that he was an artillerist and 
not supposed to take part, had joined in 
the assault and had been killed far in- 
side the German lines, Where, after a 
jong search, his body had been discov- 
ered. A party was just going to bring 
the body back~for burial and I went 
along to help. 

“We traversed a village, of which 
only the ruins remained, and then 
reached a little wood under a low 
hill which dominates the plain on 
every side and where began the deep 
communicating trenches leading to 
the French lines. But for the first 
time in long months one could dis- 
pense with walking betwéen winding 
earthern walls. We went straight 
across the plain which here is very 
wide. It slopes gently away and 
then rises slowly toward the horizon 
where, about six kilometers (3.6 
miles) distant, on a wooded crest, we 
could seé sméke from bursting shells. 
All this expanse is covered with thin 
short grass burned brown at this time 
of the year. 


Network of Trenches. 

“The view would be dull and mo- 
notonous except for the whitish lines 
which criss-cross like a great net, 
The soil is chalky and it is the para- 
pets and trenches which trace this 
complicated network. One stands as- 
tonished before such a huge intricacy 
of defenses. Later I was able to 
verify the statement that one cannot 
walk 500 yards in this plain without 
crossing a trench, while in many 
places, especially near the first line, 
the system is developed in much 
greater detail. 

“We reached the French first line 

trenches, picked our way through the 
remains of the barbed wire entangle- 
ments and 50 yards beyond came to 
the German barbed wire, Already 
we saw the effects of the terrible 
bombardment to which the enemy 
had beén subjected. Here and there 
the soil was burst open by shells, 
Among some twisted wires was the 
body of an Algerian rifleman. Near 
by were more bodies of Algerians. 
Then We came to the first German 
trench. Then, for the first time the 
War presented itself to me in a sort 
of vivid reality, an impression which 
is unforgettable. 
“Have you ever seen in a waxwork 
museum where motionless figures in 
natural positions startle you by their 
lifelike appearance and which at the 
game time you know to be .§ false? 
Mere was a trench, the walls of which 
had caved in. Amid a scattering of 
all sorts of objects such as grenades, 
cartridges, canned food, packs of 
cards, pieces of bread, personal let- 
ters, coats and other articles of cloth- 
ing were a number of bodies with 
waxy complexions. 


Bodies in Lifelike Attitude. 


“Many were in lifelike attitudes, 
yet quite dead. I shall always re- 
member one German Iying on his 
side who seemed to be quietly rest- 
ing. Fully equipped, with belt 
buekled and eyes wide open, staring 
straight ahead, he looked like some- 
one who had just spoken to you and 
who was awaiting with kindly” atten- 
tion for your answer. I looked away 
from him and went on along the 
trench. 

“In some places the effect of the 
bombardment was terrible. The enor-

Prussian Casualties in 
11 Days, 63,468 Killed 
Wounded and Missing 
AMSTERDAM, Oct. 2. 
HE Prussian casualty lists 
T Nos. 330 to 339, covering 
the period from Sept. 17 
to Sept. 28, give the names of 
63,468 men killed, wounded and 
missing, according to the 
Nieuw Rotterdamsche Courant 
of Rotterdam. The Courant 
_ Says that these figures in- 
creased the total Prussian cas- 
ualties to 1,916,148. 
“How the severity of the 
fighting recently has increased,’ 
continues the paper, “is indicated 
by the following figures: 

“The list from No. 300 to No. 
309 announced 49,705 casualties; 
the lists from No, 310 to 319 
contained 53,386 names; the 
lists from No, 320 to No. 329 
wave 58,445 qnames, and the re- 
maining lists as above. 

“Besides the Prussian lists, 
there have been published 224 
Bavarian, 199 Saxon, 274 Wurt-

I was surprised 
to see some with arms 
unsupported. One leaned upright 
against the trench in the act of tak- 
inzy aim. His arms and fingers were 
held correctly, but were sticking 
stiMly in the alr. I should have 
thought that the arms would have 
fallen of thelr own weight after 
death, 

“Presently we neared the second 
line of German trenches and passed | 
the bodies of Zouaves and Algerians 
whom the machine guns had mowed | 
down. Half of the head of one man 
had been taken off by a shell, The 
German second line trenches are in- 
ferior to ours. They are too narrow 
and do not zig-zag enough. 
also inferior to the German first line 
trenches, which are wide and deep, 
walled with planks and fitted with 
subterranean shelters. We saw sev- 
eral abandoned machine guns. 

Finds Comrade’s Body. 

“We now were about a kilometer 
(five-eighths of a mile) inside the 
German lines and noticed that we 
could not take a step without tread- 
ing On shell sp¥nters. It was a reg- 
ular hail of steel which had fallen 
there. Our comrade’s body was in 
the corner of a trench at the border 
of a wood, the taking of which had 
cost us dearly. The Germans had 
concealed machine guns there and 
the wood itself was thickly strewn 
with French and German dead. We=' 
put our dead comrade on a stretcher |! 
to carry hima back. He had a bullet 
in his leg, which had prevented 
him from returning during the coun- 
ter-attack. Another of our comrades, 


who had followed him in the charge | 


and had himself been wounded, had 
later found him there, whither he had 
doubtless crawled. He had been killed 
by a terribel bayonet thrust through 
the heart and he also had a revolver 
bullet in his temple. 

“It now was an absolutely fine 
evening and for the first time in a 
long while we had before us a bat- 
tlefleld where it really was possible 
to see something. Yonder at our 
left several batteries were firing rap- 
idly and flames shot from the can- 
nons’ mouths in quick succession, A 
mass Of cavalry trotted past, the 
horses jumping the trenches the best 
they could, and took position behind 
a pine grove, where infantry. had. al- 
ready gathered. Some German shells 
sought to reach a battery a kilometer 
aistant without succeeding. They fell] 
too far to the right. 


“There was an astonishing dispro- 
portion between the number of shells 
fired and received. I believe I am 
right in estimating that we shot 10 
shells to the enemy’s two. The ad- 
vance at this point had been about 
eight kilometers (five miles) in a 
straight line. We met a wounded 
man, who said: 
with enthusiasm. At last we are go- 
ing ahead. 

With 
our formidable artillery supporting us 
So well, we are surely going to con- 
tinue.’ He told me of the first as- 
sault. 


“The men started quietly, confident 
and calm,’ he said, ‘yet it required no 
low order, of course, the way the rifles 
and machine guns were raging. It 
seemed hardly five minutes before we 
reached the second line, after having 
struck down or made prisoner every 
one who opposed us.’ 

“My attention was attracted by a 
group of cemrades motioning to me to 
come. ‘Do you speak German?’ one 
asked. ‘Very little, only a few words,’ 
I replied, and then asked, ‘What's up” 
There was a wounded German they had 
just found in a trench with his left leg 
fractured. He had lain there for two 
days with nothing to eat. He was a 
married man, the father of two chil- 
dren and seemed to be intelligent. We 
offered him a drink and bandaged his 
leg with splints. 


“Ja@st then we saw a prisoner pass-

“An ultimatum has not been pre- 
sented yet,” added the Minister, “but 
I presume one will be within a short 
time.” 

In a preface to this statement, 
minister said: 

“The situation in the Balkans is very 
grave. The whole Russian nation is 
aroused by the unthinkable treachery 
of Ferdinand and his government to the 
Slavic cause. Bulgaria owes her inde- 
pendence to Russia and yet seems will- 
ing now to become a vassal of Russia’s 
enemies, In her attitude toward Servia 
when Servia. was fighting for her very 
existence, Bylgaria puts herself in a 
class with Turkey. We do not believe 
that the Bulgarian people sympathize 
with the action of their ruler. There- 
fore, the allies are disposed to give 
them time for reflection.”

Has Wen Much Sympathy. 
Gaffney also commented on assertions 


that American citizens with whom he 
had come in contact at the Munich 
consulate had been ill-treated. 

“An additional complaint against me,” 
he said in this connection, ‘‘consists in 
the fact that I, as Consul-General at 
Munich, should have denied absolutely 
a few weeks ago reports from London 
concerning statements said to have been 
made by American citizens who had 
been in Munich, which had been printed 
In American newspapers, and that I 
should have said that these stories were 
pure foolishness. I felt it my duty to 
make such a denial, because the Amer- 
ican newspapers indicated plainly that 
anxiety was felt for American men and 
women in Munich, My report showed 
up the British reports as falsehoods, 
which they were—deliberate falsehoods 
and inventions. 

“I regret extremely, for the sake of 
Americans in Munich, ‘as well as the 
British under my protection, that un- 
rest is being fomented systematically. I 
am, however, absolutely powerless 
against this ungentliemanly intrigue. It 
gives me pleasure to say that as @ re- 
sult of this attack I have wen a great 
Geal of sympathy and confidence. Thus 
far the maneuver of newspapers with 
the intention of stirring up trouble be- 
tween the American colony, my British 
fy and myself, can be said to have 
been wholly defeated.’’

AYOR WITHDRAWS 
OPPOSITION T0 BILL 
FORFIRE MARSHAL 


Legislative Committee of Busi- 
ness Men’s League Persuades 
Him to Change Mind. 


The Legislative Committee of the 
Business Men's League yesterday per- 
suaded Mayor Kiel to withdraw his op- 
position to creating a City Fire Marshal 
at a salary of $3000 a year, a position 
authorized by the new city charter. 

A bill introduced in the Board of Al- 


derman at the request of Fire Chief 
Henderson, will be indorsed by the 
Mayor and President Haller of the 
board, as members of the Board of Es- 
timate and Apportionment. Comptrol- 
ler Player, the third member of the 
board, which must sanction all appro- 
priation ordinances before they can be 
enacted, is opposed to the pending 
measure. 

The Comptroller favors delegating 
powers of a Fire Marshal to a Captain 
or district chief of the Fire Department, 
to avoid creating a new post that will 
add to the payroll. Chief Henderson, 
who has been acting as Fire Marshal, 
says it is not practicable for a mem- 
ber of the department to devote him- 
self to arson investigations. Chief 
Henderson says the best men available 
for the new post are not members of 
the department. 

Former Judge Eugene McQuillan, a 
member of the State Public Service 
Commission, was one of the commit- 
teemen who persuaded the Mayor to 
favor the measure. Edgar R. Rom- 
bauer, former Speaker of the House of 
Delegates; H. M. Blossom, and H. C. 
Henley, Chief Inspector of the Fire Pre- 
vention Bureau, also presented argu- 
ments to the Mayor in favor of a Fire 
Marshal, 

The bill authorizes the Marshal to em- 
ploy a stenographer at $75 per month, 
and appropriates $2000 to cover the ex- 
pense of the office for the rest of the 
fiscal year, ending next April.

SAYS HASTE OF 
AGENT SPOILED 
A $73,000 DEAL 


J. T. Milliken Declares Realty 
Man Pocketed Signed Contract 
and Rushed Away. 


A curious story of how a real estate 
agent’s haste to pocket a contract bear- 
ing the signature of John T. Milliken of 
1150 Belt avenue, wealthy chemical man- 
ufacturer, spoiled a $73,000 trade and, 
incidentally, 
man of approximately $1500 in the usual 
commissions, was told last night after 
Adolph Braun Jr. had filed a suit 
against Milliken in the Circuit Court. 

The petition asks the court to com- 
pel Milliken to carry out an alleged 
contract to purchase a tract of land 
hounded by Third and Cedar streets and 
the Terminal Railway tracks, owned by 
Braun as trustee. Braun says he was 
ready to carry out the contract, but 
that, Sept. 16, Milliken refused to keep 
his side of the bargain. 

The petition says that the property 
was worth $73,250, subject to a deed of 
trust for $15,000. For this Millikén was 
te give $40,250 in cash, assume the mort- 
gage and trade in realty in Windsor 
place and on St. Alphonsus street of an 
uggregate value of $18,000. 

Milliken told-a reporter that he was 
considering the Third street property as 
a site of his chemical company’s plant. 

“On July 3,”" he said. “a rea) estate 
broker named Roth brought to my of- 
fice a contract for the sale to me of 
the Third street ground. I told him I! 
was ‘leaving that day for California, 
and I would sign the contract provided 
that both coples of it were left with 
Mr. McClelland, the manager of my 
chemical works, until I could submit 
the matter to my attorneys. 

“T said I had made it a custom to 
sign no contract without first letting 
my attorneys see it. Roth agreed to 
this, but as soon as I had signed the 
first copy he grabbed it and put it in 
his pocket. He refused to syrender it 
to McClelland, who, together with 
Fletcher Harris, real estate man, were 
present and witnessed the entire trans- 
action. Roth rushed out of the office 
with the papers in his pocket. Upon 
the advice of my attorneys I have re- 
fused to abide by the terms of the 
contract because there was no delivery 
<= 

Hopes to Disprove Statements. 

When told of Millikens’ statements, 
Wilbur B. Jones, attorney for Braun, 
said the plaintiff would try to disprove 
them in court. He intimated that 
Braun, who is secretary of the Braun 
Manufacturing Co., would try to prove 
that after he had arranged to buy the 
tract Milliken changed his mind about 
it. 

The real estate dealer through whom 
the transaction was being made, Jones 
said, is William Roth, While exact in- 
formation as to the commission Roth 
was to have been paid could not be 
obtained, the usua] commission in such 
cases is about 2% per cent. 

Milliken has entered his appearance 
in the case, which will make it possi- 
gle for a tria] at the October term.

His industrial 
Plan to Miners 


Continued From Page One. 


For mediation purposes, the com- 
pany’s camps are divided into five dis 
tricts—the Trinidad district, the Wal- 
senburg district, the Canon district, 
comprising all the mines in Fremont 


County: the Western district, compris- 


ing all the mines on the western slope 
in Colorado, and in the Sunrise (wre 
ming) district. 
For the settlement of disputes and 
the discussiom of any problems in the 
felations of the company with its em- 
ployes, district meetings shall be held, 
attended by the grievance representa- 
tives from all the camps in the district 
and company officers, not exceeding in 
number th@ representatives of the 
miners. 

Te Select Joint Committees, 
The delegates representing the miners 
and the company eligible to sit in each 
district conference are to select from 
their flumber joint committees, ¢com- 
posed of six members each, as follows: 
Joint Committee on Industrial Co-Op- 
eration and Conciliation. 
Joint Committee on Safety and Acci- 
dents. 
Joint Committee on Sanitation, Heulth 
and Housing. 
Joint Committee on Recreation and 
Education. 
The plan makes elaborate provision 
for the settlement of industrial dis- 
putes. After pledging the co corporation 
and its employes to observe Federal 
and state mining laws, the manifesto 
states: ae: 
“There shall be no discrimination by 
the company or by any of its employes 
on-account of membership or non-mem- 
bership fn any society, fraternity or 
union.” 
Another clause says: 


“The right to hire and @ischarge, the 


deprived the real estate} 


management of the properties and the 
direction of the working forces, shall 
be vested exclusively in the company, 
and, as expressly restricted, thi= right 
shall not be abridged by anything con- 
tained therein.” - 

The plan provides, however, that the 
company must post a list of offenses 
for which dismissal may be made with- 
out notice; Yor all other offenses. em- 
ployes shall not be discharged without 
notification that a repetition will cause 
dismissal. The company reserves the 
privilege of relieving employes from 
duty on acceunt of lack, of work. 

Employes May Held Meetings. 

Employes are guaranteed the right to 
hold meetings, the purehase of supplies 
where they please and to employ check 
weighmen, 

A miner or group of miners with a 
grievance against the company shal]! 
take the matter to the camp's elected 
representative. The representative 
must first seek adjustment from the 
foreman or superintendent. Failing to 
receive satisfaction he is then at liberty 
to appeal to the president's industrial 
representative, at present, David Grif- 
fiths, or to the higher officers of the 
company, up to President J, F. Wel- 
born, 

Another method of settlement open to 
the miners after the initial appeal to 
the: foreman or superintendent, is a 
hearing before District Joint Commit- 
tee on Conciliation. If the committee 
fails to hear, it may select an um- 
pire, whose decision shall be binding on 
all parties, If the Joint Committee fails 
to adjust a dispute, it is provided that 
shall be settled by arbitration or by 
reference to the Colorado State Indus- 
trial Commission. 

The company guarantees the griev- 
ance representatives of the men against 
unjust discharge or discrimination, and 
provides that a representative who 
thinks he has been the victim of dis- 
crimination may appeal to the State 
Industrial Commission. 
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The contract, or “memorandum of 
agreement’ appended to the statement 
is as follows: 

“Tt is mutually understood and agreed 
that in addition to the rights and privi- 
leges guaranteed the employes and the 
company in the industrial representa- 
tion plan herewith, the following stip- 
ulations respecting employment, living 
and working conditions shail govern 
the parties hereto from the 7 of their 
signatures, here on Jan. 918, and 
shall continue thereafter subject to re- 
vision upon 9 days’ notice by either of 
the parties, 

Rest for Dwellings. . 

‘The charge to employes for dwellings 
without bath shall not exceed §2 per 
reom per month. 

“The present uniform charge of 40 
cents per electric light per month with 
free light on porches,. shall not be in- 
creased. 

“There shall be no charge for domes- 
tie water. except in cases where the 
company is obliged to purchase the 
game; in such cases the charges shal! 
be substantially the cost to the company. 

“The rates to be charged employes 
for powder and domestic coal shall be 
substantially their cost to the company, 

“To encourage employes to cultivate 
flowers and vegetable gardens, the 
company agrees to fence, free of 
charge,, each house lot owned by it. 

‘The company will continue its prac- 
tice of removing garbage free ~ of 
charge. 

“As the need becomes manifest, the 
company will continue its present poll- 
cy of providing, as rapidly as possible,

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How One St. Louis Bank Maintains 
Neutrality in Handling, Loans 


T. LOUISANS who wish to show their entire neutrality now have 
S a chance to do so by lending money to both sides in the Euze- 
pean war. An advertisement in today’s Post-Dispatch, inserted 
by the St. Louis Union Bank, shows that inyestors can lend money both 
to Germany and to the allies without going outside the bank building. 
One-half the advertisement is an announcement that the bank is 
authorized to take subscriptions for Imperial German Government 5 per 
cent bonds (third war loan), not callable before 1924, and exempt from 
taxation in Germany. The other half announces subscriptions for the 
gold loan bonds of the United Kingdom and the Republic of France, 
convertible any time up to six months before maturity into 25-year 
bonds at 4% per cent, and exempt from taxation in England and France. 
Nothing is said about security in either case, and so far as the 
wording of the advertisement shows, the two proposals are virtually on 
a par. It is a case of pay your money and take your choice, ‘‘ playing 
safe,’’ if you so desire, by investing in both. 
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for the purchase of supplies, other than 
guns and ammunition, in thig country. 
As the French and British Go®ernmen‘s 
btave bopght great numbers of horses 
and other supplies in the St. Louis mar- 
ket, it is believed that all of the money 
subscribed here will be spent locally for 
materials. 

The St. Louis bankers considered 
the British-French loan as an ex- 
ceptionally good investment. The 
Londs bear interest at 5 per cent, and 
the net price to the bankers will be 
96%. The local bankers investigated 
the credit of the two governments 
and found that it had not been 
strained by the war. 

England's income from taxation, 
according to authoritative figures 
submitted to the local bankers, now 
nsmounts to more than $12,000,000,000 
“%. year, while the national debt ac- 
cumulated since the war began 
amounts to only $11,000,000,000. As 
the annual income from taxation is 
now more than a Dillion dollars a 
vear in excess of the national debt, 
the local bankers said they were con- 
vinced that the credit of the British 
Government was not in any way 
strained, and that the bonds were 
vilt-edged securities.

DEFENDS OUSTING 
UF DR. NEARING 


Dr. J. William White in Letter 
to Alumni Explains Action in 
Case of Econgfmist. — 


PHILADELPHIA, Oct. 2.—Dr. J. Wil- 
liam White, a trustee of the Univtrsity 
of Pennsylvania, tonight made public 
an open letter to the alumni of that 
institution, approving the action taken 
by the trustees in not renewing Dr. 
Scott Nearing’s relations to the Uni- 
versity as an assistant professor of 
economics. 

The letter is the first official utter- 
ance made public by any of the trustees 
who endorsed the action taken in which 
reasons are given for not re-engaging 
Dr Nearing after his term had expired. 

Dr. White says that some time ago he 
found that opinions and theories which 
regfuire for their proper understanding 
a careful, logical foundation and an 
acquaintance with correlated facts and 
theories were being laid by Dr. Nearing 
before audiences—not of university stu- 
dents—who saw quite unfit to digest or 
appreciatg them. He found that per- 
sons had “received from Dr. Nearing the 
strong impression that he advocated the 
ruthless re-distribution of property, that 
he believed in the personal inequity of 
those who lived on incomes derived 
even from their own savings, that he 
thcught that the alternative of work or 
Starvation should be presented even to 
the old, the feeble and the diseased.”’ 

Dr. White says he thinks that Dr. 
Nearing was misunderstood, but that 
nevertheless persons whose good will 
and respect for the university were im- 


; portant were so positive that those were 


his teachings and were so affected by 
them that they said they could not let 
their boys be exposed to such influence. 

Incidents muntiplied as years went 
cn, Dr. White says, and were empha- 
sized by minor ones, such as the un- 
authorized use of the title of ‘‘Professor 
cf Economics,’’ when his rank ‘was that 
of instructor, certain remarks about 
schools of which he disapproved, and 
injudicious announcements such as his 
agsertion that his ‘faith in the courts 
and the law” had been “utterly de- 
stroyed” by a three weeks’ experience 
as a juror, teachings which Dr. White 
says, would, if it fell in fruitful soil, 
lead to acts like the hanging of Leo 
l‘rank.”’ 

Dr. Nearing, the writer says, attacked 
the Carnegie pension fund and said that 
the representatives of “‘private wealth’ 
had “‘got the old fellows,”’ meaning that 
they owned or controlled the professors 
who were already accepting or soon 
would accept pensions. These state- 
ments, Dr. White said, reflect on ‘‘the 
mental or moral integrity of many of 
the most highly esteemed members of 
the most intellectual class in this coun- 
try.”’ = 2 

With reference to the condemnatioa 
of the action of the board, Dr. White 
says that it has been largely based on 
a misunderstanding of the situation. 

“Nothing could be more unwarranted 
or further from the truth,’’ the letter 
says, ‘“‘than the assumption that the ac- 
tion in the Nearing case was a part of 
a so-called plan to carry out a reac- 
tionary policy against free academic 
discussion and freedom of individual 
speech,”

Washington University’s embryonic 
football champions stewed through an 
18—7 victory over their obliging foe, 
the Alumni, yesterday afternoon at 
Francis Field, under the watchful eye 
of sCouts from Missouri and St. Louis 
universities.

It is planned to stage the shows on 
on even greater scale than former 
efforts. .

TO BUILD HIGHWAYS 


Ohio’s new’ law providing for the 
working of State and county prisoners 
upon the public roads goes into effect 
this month. The law was drafted after 
conference in New York between repre- 
sentatives of the National Committee on 
Prisons and Prison Labor and the Com- 
mission to revise the road laws of Ohio. 

Provision is made for the prison au- 
thorities to retain control over the dis- 
cipline of the prisoners and the regula- 
tion of the road camps. The highway 
authorities have full control over the 
road work and pay the prison authori- 
ties a sum sufficient to cover the cost of 
transportation, maintenance and disci- 
pline of the prisoners, which may in- 
clude an equitable portion of the over- 
head charges of the tfnstitution in which 
the prisoners are confined. The high- 
way authorities also pay the amount 
credited to the prisoners for their work 
upon the roads. The guards, if there 
are any, are chosen by the prison au- 
thorities but must as far as possible be 
competent to supervise the construction 
work. 

The same provisions are to be ob- 
served when county commissioners 
work county prisoners upon the roads, 
while prisoners unable to furnish bond 
may, upon request, labor upon the 
roads.

In Texas and Oklahoma, how- 
ever, frequent rains delayed picking and 
heavy showers In Oklahoma caused CON 
siderable damage, The crop is ripening 
slowly in Oklahoma, and boll weevil are 
destroying all new bolls in Texas. No 
top crop is expected in the latter State, 
and the yield of the middle crop is dis- 
appointing; and little top crop is ex- 
pected in any other portion of the belt.” 

This bulletin should prepare the mar- 
ket for any sort of a bullish report. 

So far as the ginning repert is con- 
cerned, it will be hard to decide what 
proportion of the crop is represented in 
that report, as the compariscns are 
Ukely to be misleading. st year the 
ginnings were small, although the crop 
was the-largest on record.

Britton announcing that the} 
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Fowls Likely to Become Crop 
Bound—A Safe Method and 
Remedy for Trouble. 


A precaution is urged by the poultry 
department of Colorado Agricultural 
Collége on city or suburban poultrymen 
who are in the habit of feeding the 
lawn clippings to their poultry flocks. 
There is danger in giving the flocks 
large quantities of this cut grass, !nD 
that it may cause them to become crop 
bound. The statement issued by this 
authority is as follows: 

“In ‘cities where chickens are kept 
in back yards it is sometimes a Commun 
practice, after mowing the lawn, to 
throw the cut grass into the chicken 
lot to supply green food for the fowls. 
In case the chickens are not accus- 
tomed to green food they will gorge 
themselves and frequently become crop 
bound. The grass will become ‘mpact- 
ed in a large mass in the crop which 
becomes distended. The bird straight- 
ens its neck and yawns, shows signs vf 
distress and if not prorerly attended to 
may die. 

“Prevention, of course, should oe 
practiced. It may’ be stated that fewer 
cases of impaction will occur if, instead 
of feeding the cut grass, the chickens 
are allowed the freedom of the grass 
plot.”’ 

In addition to *he above, it might be 
added that the feeding of lawn clippings 
in very small quantities would not have 
the tendency to produce 
the crop. Little and often would be a 
better ethod of feeding than ‘o throw 
the clippings into the pens by the bas- 
ketful, as is often done. In that case 
only a small proportion of the grass 
will really be eaten. The rest becomes 
foul and will rot or po:sibly heat, thus 
producing a very insanitary condition in 
that part of the yard. 

. One very good plan of feeding the 
lawn clippings is to provide a box or 
trough slatted or covered with poultry 
wire, preferably on ono side. Put the 
grass into this, letting the birds pick 
it out as they like. The portion re- 
maining in the box should b: removed 
each time before adding a new supply. 
There i- more danger of crop impac- 
tion when wilted or partly dry grass is 
eaten than when the fowls eat it fresh 
and crisp. 

In case a fowl becomes crop bound the 
contents of the crop may sometimes be 
removed by forcing it to swallow some 
sweet oil, at least a teaspoonful. Then, 
by massaging the lower portion of the 
gullet and that part of the crop near- 
est the opening of tho gullet, the packed 
mass of feed. may be worked toward 
the head. In such a case the bird 
should be held downward, which will 
aid in removing the feed through the 
mouth. If this treatment is successful 
the bird should not be allowed to eat 
for several hours afterward. 

Very frequently the last resort in case 
of crop impaction is the use of the 
knife. A small opening of about an 
inch is made through the outer skin 
and into the crop, and with the aid of 
a button hook or bent wire the con- 
tents of the crop are taken out through 
this opening. The crop is then washed 
out and the wound stitched with the 
usual surgical precautions, Coarse, 
white silk thread is best to use for 
stitching. Begin on the opening in the 
wall of the crop, tying each stitch sep- 
arately as made, and making three or 
four to the inch. Then stitch the outer 
skin together in the same way. After 
such an operation the bird should re- 
ceive nothing for two or three days but 
milk and possibly some eggs beaten into 
the milk. Then change gradually to 


some feed a:.d continue until the wounds 


are well healed.

 $preating Vats. 

In soaking oats previous to sprouting 

i have noticed that some of them : 
float on the water. Are these good to 
sprout or should I throw them out? 
What is good for hens that lay soft 
shelled eggs? 1 feed grit, charcoal and 
cyster shell all the time.—L. C. S&, St. 
Louis. 
I imagine that seeds that float are 
not very good. You can tell whether 
there is anything in them by pressing 
them between the finger nails. I imag- 
ine they are practically nothing more 
than hulls.- In that case they will not 
“prout. With regard to the soft-shelled 
eggs, the grit, charcoal and oyster shells 
are all right. There are two or three 
things that you can do to advantage. 
Be sure that the birds are not too fat. 
Then make them work for all they get. 
Furnish an opportunity for them to dig 
in the straw or leaves for their feed. 
The more exercise you can give them 
under the circumstances for a while the 
better, and I skould put slacked lime 
where they can get it also. 


Pullet Records, 
I have a leghorn bantam pullet which | 
was hatched March 2, 1915, and laid 
her first egg on Tuesday, Sept. 14, or at 
an age of 6 months and 17 days. Are 
there any breeds that lay at 5 months 
of age?—E. J. M., St. Louis. 
The pullet made a very good record, 
but better records have been made. It 
is not uncommon for leghorns to lay at 
the age of 6 months or even younger 
than that. The small Mediterranean 
varieties lay at an early age, such as 
leghorns and Anconas. The Hamburgs 
also lay early, but there is no variety 
that you can depend upon getting eggs 
from at such an early age. In general 
it is true that small breeds lay at an 
earlier age than the larger ones. 


Breeding Pigeons. 

I wish to ask a pigeon question. I 
have a few pairs of young Homers that 
are of the same breed. Do you think 
they would be as strong and. good as 
pigeons that are not of the same breed? 
—J. H. B., St. Louis. 

I do not quite understand your ques- 
tion. Do you mean that the pigeons are 
of the same “‘breeding,’’ that is, closely 
related? If that is what you mean, I 
should say that you should be careful 
not to inbreed too closely. Pernaps you 
mean, however, to ask whether you 
would get stronger pigeons by mating 
your Homers with pigeons of some other 
breed than Homers. I would advise 
against this latter course ordinarily. If 
you mate Homers with some larger 
breed you would get larger pigeons, 
and if you are breeding for squabs, as 
I suppose you are, it ‘might be well to 
cross Carneaux with your Homers, but 
ordinarily I would not cross breeds. r

Missouri Gets Expert 
in Poultry Diseases 


The Missouri State Poultry Experi- 
ment Station has added Dr. G. D. Hor- 
ton, bacteriologist, to its staff and he 
will have charge of the poultry disease 
work. He obtained the B. 8S, degree 
from the Connecticut Agricultural Col- 
lege at Storrs in 1911, and from Yale the 
degree of M. 8., in 1913. At the latter 
university he won the Government 
scholarship working with poultry at the 
experiment station. He has been in- 
structor at the Oregon Agricvitura! Col- 
lege, 1913-1915, having charge of the poul- 
try disease work there. 

Prof. Horton will devote considerable 
time to research work in connection 
with bacillary white diarrhea and blood 
samples from flocks throughout the 
State will be taken. The charge will be 
5 cents per bird, and all flocks which 
ar= free the germs will be certified. 
Application for certification should be 
made to the Missouri State Poultry Ex- 
periment Station at Mountain Grove. 
Prof. Horton reduced the baby chick 
mortality in one large Oregon poultry 
fleck in one year from 6 to 2 per cent 
by testing every hen and eliminating 
those showing bacillary white diarrhea 
germs from the breeding fens. 

Missouri breeders who cannot diagnose 
the ailment of their sick birds are re- 
quested to send same to the State Poul- 
try Experiment Station for Prof.. Horton 
to examine. No charge will be made

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OLDSMOBILE EIGHT HAS 
MANY NEW FEATURES 


Details of the eight-cylinder Oldsmo- 
bile, the first deliveries of which will 
be made soon, have been given out in 
an unofficial way, says A. M. Zer- 
wick, president of DeLuxe Automobile 
Co. 

The car has a wheel base of 120 inches 
and is well under 3000 pounds in weight. 
The body is not radically altered from 
that of the four-cylinder Oldsmobile, ex- 
cept for the radiator and lamps, which 
are of entirely new design. Features 
such as aluminum running boards ‘and 
Circassian walnut woodwork, have been 
retained in the eight. 

The motor is of the V-type, L-head, 
with cylinders en bloc. The bore being 
2% inches and the stroke 4% inches. 

The Delco system, which has been a 
part of the equipment of Oldsmobiles 
for several years, is used again in the 
eight-cylinder car and is mounted in 
tnree units, starter, generator and dis- 
tributer, each unit independent. 

The Olds Motor Works is introducing 
a cold-weawer top suited to use the 
year around, as a substitute for the 
conventional type limousine in winter. It 
is so constructed that in thé summer 
touring season the side sills and win- 
dows can be removed, leaving the sides 
entirely open. The standard windshield 
remains in place and serves as a rigid 
front support for the top. In order to 
keep the top section of the windshield 
free from snow, a glass shield is mount- 
ed on the front of the top above the 
windshield in such a way that it pre- 
vents the windshield from becoming 
coated with snow. 

The luxuries of the Mmousine have 
been preserved in this top to such an 
extent that it probably would be taken 
for the conventional limousine by most 
people, combining as it dpes the salient 
features of the Hmousine with the light 
weight of a standard touring car. 


TIRE MILEAGE GREATER 


“The advance which has been made in 
automobile tire building can well be 
shown by a comparison of the tire of a 
few years ago with that of today,” says 
W. E. Finney, branch manager of the 
Goodyear Tire and Rubber Co. 

“Five years ago motorists were satis- 
fied if their tires attained a mileage of 
2500. Today no car owner would consider 
such a performance satisfactory. Six, 
eight and ten thousand mile tires are 
now common. Many have run muck 
greater distances.

Many of these were undoubtedly 
good tires and would have given satis- 
factory service if the proper relation 
of load to tire had been ras ell 

“Goodyear engineers have constantly 
striven for betterments to Goodyear tires 
and have used up annually $100,000 in 
experimentation. Added features to our 
tires will increase our tire cost $1,635,000 
this year. What we are adding in extra 
rubber, size and strength will cost us 
$500,000. No expense has been spared to 
give the motorists of the country the 
very best tires that money and skill can 
put together."’

The Empire Automobile Co., which

MOTOR CAR BUYER 


“When the farmer buys a motor car 
he has ‘to be shown,’” says Frank 
Tate of the local Dodge agency. “He 
doesn’t take anything on say-so. And 
ke particularly searches for the hidden 
quality. The average city man is very 
strong for looks ahd design, but only 
in rare cases is he possessed of much 
knowledge of mechanics, and then, too, 
hs is schooled in the proposition that 
even if something goes wrong with his 
car it is only a step to a garage. 

*“‘But.the country man adopts an en- 
tirely different attitude when he buys 
a car. He is usually motor wise. He 
has been operating his farm machinery 
by gasoline engine and is familiar with 
the principle and operation of motors. 
He has before him at all time the 


_| thought that he must have a car that 


will ‘take him there and back.’ In other 
words, he will not take ch&nces on a 
car that may strand him 10 miles from 
home and three or four from help. 
“‘He is a close reader of motor car 
adyertising literature. In most cases 
when he plans buying a car he has veen 
giving the subject thought for a year or 
#0 and reading up on it. He keeps the 
salesman on his toes with his questions 
and he demands absolute frankness. 
‘We notice the difference in the atti- 
tude of the city man and the farmer 
when they go through our plant.

LIGHT TESTER 


Elaborate Preparations at City 
Hall to Inspect Lamp Projec- 
tion Neglected by Auto 
Drivers. 


The Automobile Club officers have 
been informed that there will be a vig- 
orous enforcement of the*light ordi- 
nance by the Police Department com- 
mencing ig a few days. _This ordinance 
prohibits 1e use of any lights the 
beams of which are projected higher 
than three feet from the ground at @ 
distance of 75 feet from the car. 

There was a general misunderstanding 
as to the meaning of the ordinance, 
some drivers being of the opinion that 
it‘required special devices, such as dim- 
mers, and that it prohibited the use 
of bright lgats. The ordinance only 
requires that the light be pitched down- 
ward on the road, instead o8 upward 
into the eyes of other drivers and other 
users of the streets. 

At a recent -conference between the 
officials of the Automobile Club and the 
Mayor, Mr. Talbert, Uirector of Streets, 
Police Commissioner Maffitt, Chief of 
Police and Judges of the Police Court, 
it was decided to install at the city hail 
a bureau for inspecting headlights. This 
has been in operation for about two 
weeks, and comparatively few motorists 
have taken advantage of the opportunity 
offered, to save themselves from arrest 
for violation of the light ordinance. 

The place of inspection is in the base- 
ment of the city hall, Twelfth and Mar- 
ket streets, and may be reached by 
going west on Clark avenue to what 
was formerly Thirteenth street, then 
turning north, then to the city hall base- 
ment. 

The lights are there thrown upon a 
screen and measured; if they are prop- 
erly adjusted a small seal is put on the 
steering wheel. If they do not comply 
with the ordinance, they are adjusted 
properly and then the .seal is attached. 
The Automobile Club officers urge their 
members to have their headlights in- 
spected as soon as possible. as there 
will be no excuse for violations of the 
law when the enforcement is begun by 
the Police Department. The Bureau for 
Inspection will be open each week day 
from 3 to 12 in the morning and from 
1 to 5 in the afternoon.

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BREAKER STRIP SAVES 
‘ MUCH TIRE DAMAGE 


“Many motorists ask me about the 
Breaker Strip in our tires,’’ says W. E. 
Finney, branch manager, the Goodyear 
Tire and Rubber Co., in St. Louis. 

“This is put in the tire to take the 
shocks before they can reach the or- 
ganic part of the tire. It is not desired 
to add to the strength Or efficiency of 
the casing, but is simply an armor belt 
running around the casing: to protect 
it from injury. The body of the tire is 
made of close-woven fabric placed at an 
angle of 45 degrees. The tread rubber is 
made thick and tough, and exerts a drag 
on the fabric, tending to pull it loose. 
By placing the breaker strip with the 
threads running around the circumfer- 
ence of the casing, this drag on the 
tread which pulls it away from the tire 
fabric is resisted. 

‘When sharp stones or glass cut the 
tread rubber, in many cases the abrasion 
is stopped at the breaker strip, prevent- 
ing the water and dirt from working 
down to the-main fabric. This helps to 
prevent water-soaking and sand-blister- 
ing. 

As the®breaker strip is the nearest 
fabric to the road, receiving all the cuts, 
water, dirt and sand, it must be made, 
as far as possible, to resist the damage 
caused by them. To combat this we use 
a fabric of closely twisted yarn, tightly 
woven to make it water-proof, with’rub- 
ber rivets extending through it at inter- 
vals. This allows a fabric which is more 
closely united to the rubber than the 
ordinary loose fabric, and has better 
water-proof qualities after the tread is 
cut. 


THE FIRE FIGHTING 
FORDS OF MANHATTAN 


The Ford Motor Co., through its Long 
Isiand City branch, has just filled an 
order for 20 ‘fire-fighting Fords’ for the 
fire department of New Werk City.

They 
were cast in the department repair shop 
from large bells used in King’s and 
Quéen’s Ceunties before the time of 
Greafer New York, when each engine 
house had a bell. The metal in them 
was of purest quality and they were 
made by expert bei] makers from Eu- 
rope. It is said that moderr? bell mak- 
ers dre unable to imitate, their clear 
sound, Wut the little bells carry the 
exact ring and tone of their ancestors. 

Before the Ford cars were accepte4 
for the official cars, they were obliged 
tc undergo a thorough tests. directed 
by department officials. Each car had 
to prove its ability to travel 3 miles 
an hour. The average time for the 2% 
cars was about 38 miles per hour. The 
hill-climbing ability was shown on Ab- 
bey Hill, a 16 per cent grade ‘one-third 
of a mile long, which the Fords took 
at an average speed of 18 miles per 
hour.

CARS SURPRISING 


“Whether the frantic demands of 
European nations for American motor 
trucks, when they were confronted with 
the necessity for rapid transportation 
of goods had anything to do with arous- 
ing American business men to the ad- 
vantages of the modern method of 
transportation I eanont say, but it is 
an interesting fact that coircident with 
the European demand the motor truck 
has come into its own here at home,’ 
says F.. H. Fahrenkrog, sales head of 
the Kardell Motor Car Co., Reo dis- 

tributors in St. Louis. 

Mr. Fahrenkrog has just returned from 
a trip to the Reo factory and he states 
that the thing that impressed him most 
was the tremendous demand that exist- 
ed everywhere for motor trucks. 

‘“‘We have all looked forward to a time 
when big business and little business 
would awaken to the tremendous superi- 
ority of the motor delivery vehicle. We 
all realized that when it did come it 
would come with a rush—and one has 
only to travel across the country to 
realize that that has happened. 

“As one instance of this I might state 
that the Reo Motor Truck Co. has for 
some months been delivering a new 
model truck; in that time several hun- 
dred of them have gone into use, and 
up to this time no general announcement 
of it has been made in the public press. 
This is a 1500-pound ‘hurry-up wagon.’ 

“After having put the machine 
through every kind of test we finally 
ventured to exhibit it at the Boston 
automobile show last March. To our 
consternation we were flooded with or- 
ders. However, we did not consider that 
a serious matter, as dealers are prone to 
order any new model in quantities, and 
they are just as likely as not to sell it 
in units, and not many of them. So we 
planned to make a national announce- 
ment of this model in July. 

“In July a glance at our order books 
showed we dare not say any more about 
that model until the factory had more 
nearly caught up with orders on hand. 
‘So the announcement was postponed to 
August, and from month to month since 
then—and still the demand keeps up. 

“T do not think this is an isolated 
case.

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EXHIBIT AT AUTO SHOW 


Studebaker is to exhibit at the ninth 
annual automobile show seyen of its 12 
new models for 1916. The sixecylinder 
models will be a seven-passenger toure 
ing car, a roadster, a landau-raadster 
and a coupe. The exhibit of four-cylin- 
der models will be a seven-passenger 
touring car, a roadster, a pane] body de- 
livery car and a combination passenger 
and express. 

The attention of the motoring public 
has been centered on the 1916 Stude- 
baker from the very time of’ the an- 
nouncement of a seven-passenger, 40- 
horsepower four at $885, and a seven-pas- 
senger, 50-horsepower six at $1050. Re- 
ductions accomplished by Studebaker in 
the prices of motor cars bave been se- 
cured by odernized and intensified 
manufacturikg methods, combined with 
resources of a nature that -nable pro- 
duction at lower cost,’ in overhead and 
other expenses. 

In the electrically welded, stamped 
steel bodies of the new mode's, the in- 
fluence of European tendencies is noted. 
A tilt has been given the seat cush- 
ions, with the cushion for the bacék in- 
Glined. ‘The seats, too, have béen_low- 
ered. The upholstery of the Studebaker 
is hand-buffed, straight grain, semi- 
glazed leather. The driver’s seat on the 
new models is shaped as if two separate 
seats. The two extra seats in thé ton- 
neau of both the six and four models 
disappear completely into the floor of 
the car, when not in use, affording more 
roominess. : 

The new cars are larger than ever and 
more massive in looks. The principal 
feature is the greately increased power 
of the new Studebaker motor. Brake 
tests on the four have developed 41% and 
on the six 54.5 horsepower. 

This added power has been secured in 
one way by enlarging the bore of the 
motor to 3% inches. The carburetor has 
been transferred.to the left side of the 
motor, lessening the distance for the gas 
to travel. 

The electrical system for starting and 
lighting the new cars is the Wagner 
two-unit type. All wiring is carried on 
the chassis, with connections in a junc- 


is inclosed in metal conduits as protec- 
tion. against water and mechanical in- 
jury. 

Another detail that evidences the gen- 


jeral improvement in quality that has 


been made in the new cars is the new 
rim used on the wheels. 
a unique interlocking device that springs 
the tire off when it is desired to remove 
a casing. 


ALLEN ON SINGLE. CHASSIS. 


Two nisdels on a single chassis, which. 
are continuations of the 1915 models 33 
and 3%, will make up the Allen line for 
the 1916 season. These are known as 
mrodels 32 and 37, and are a roadster 
and a five-passenger touring car, both 
selling for $79%, a. reduction of $100. 
Before this season the Allen company 
has been manufacturing five models and 
the decision to change to a one chassis 
production is in line with the policy of 
concentration which is the tendency 
during the past few seasons. 

This season the chassis is larger :n 
practically every respect than it was a 
year ago. The motor has %-inch more 
bore, the dimensions now being 3% by. 
5, and the wheelbase is longer by 2 
inches than in last year’s model, the 
length now being 112. This season the 
rear axle is a floating design and in ex- 
terior appearance there has been con- 
siderable alteration, due to the addition 
of a rounded radiator, and a built-in 
windshield. . 

The motor is made exclusively for the 
Allen company and has its four cylin 

ders cast in block. It is of conventiona! 
L-head design with the valves Inclosed 
and is cooled by the thermo-syphon 
which operates in conjunéfion with a 
tubular radiator having a rounded shell. 
Lubrication is by a combination pres- 
sure and splash system and starting 

Nghting and ignition is supplied by a 
Westinghouse two-unit outfit. One of 
the innovations for this season is the use 
of Stewart vacuum feed, instead of 
straight gravity.

The coat of arms is that of An- 
toine de la Mothe Cadillac. This 
French explorer, under special com- 
mission from King Louis XIV of 
France, founded in i701 a settlement 
on the present site of Detroit.

fe today the center of the automobile 
industry. When the Cadillac Com- 
any was organized, the name Cadil- 
faa Was adopted as re resentative of 
Detroit. and the coat of arms of Sieur 
Cadillac was selected as the com- 
pany’s trademark. 

This is the first time the heroldis 
device has been used by the CadiHNac 
Company in this manner, and the fact 
that it caries no name has been wide- 
iv commented upon automobile cir- 
cles.

PARIS, Sept. 2.—Home from _ the 
trenches, are the soldiers that one sees 
swarming through the railway station.

These 
trench heroes, on furlough for a’ few 
days’ recreation, are recognized instant- 
ly by their faded, and worn uniforms, 
their tanned and weather-beaten faces 
and the resoluteness-of feagures which 
characterizes all the soldiers who have 
experienced the ardors of the desper- 
ate combat. 

Some are met by mothers, wives or 
sweethearts. There’ are others, alone 
in the world or whose homes/are in the 
distant provinces,,who have not a friend 
to greet them. But they don’t go un- 
welcomed, unlpved. They have their 
‘fairy godmothers,’”’ whose kindness is 
doubly appreciated. . 

Recognizes “Him.” ‘ 

A crowd always is awaiting the ar- 
rival of a soldier train, and one easily 
spots the women expecting their loved 
ones. A pretty young woman is stand- 
ing staring anxiously at the men that 
clatter across the gangway. <A smatil 
boy tugs at her skirts, and in her arms 
sleeps a baby. Suddenly a smile illumi- 
nates her face she has seen ‘‘him.’” He 
pushes his way towards her, kisses her 
on either cheek, and in a moment his 
daughter is in’ his arms for the first 
time. gA happy meéting; they all talk 
together, except the baby who slum- 
bers in her father’s arms, as they, too, 
hurry homewards. | 

Then there are the fairy godmothers. 
The scheme began in a workroom in 
the Rue de l@ Paix. A little milliner 
happened to remark: “How lonely the 
poor boys must be whcn they come 
home onsfurlough—those that haven't 
any relations to meet them and make 32 
fuss over them.”” And that began it.

Over Steaming. Kettle Missouri- 
ans Will Forget Frauds of 
Forty Years Ago. 


FOR “PAPER RAILROAD” 


Much of $600,000 Was Left in 
County as Bribe Fund and 
Issue Has Cost $1,500,000.

CLINTON, .Mo., Oct. 2—Around a 
steaming pot of savory burgoo resi- 
dents of Henry County, young and old, 
will gather Oct. 9 and celebrate with 
the burning of $600,000 of bonds the final 
payment of the old railroad bonds of 
the county, thus renewing in the pres- 
ent generation the old ties of friendship 
which existed among the county’s resi- 
dents 50 years ago before a few of them, 
participating in the -erailroad bond 
frauds, gained wealth for themselves 
and fastened on the county a debt 
whieh it has taken centuries to pay. 

There remain in the county defendants 
of men who aided in and profited from 
issues signed at midnight to aid a rail- 
road which never was built. Through 
all the years there has existed a spirit 
of antagonism toward the descendants 
of these men. Of later years this spirit 
has largely died out, though it is re- 
membered by the older residents. 

Promoters of the bond burning cele- 
bration admit that the affair will stir 
up old ‘memories, which they think it 
would be better to forget, but they say 
the spirit of goodfellowship and jollifi- 
cation which will exist because of the 
end of the county's debt will more than 
overcome the revival of the old feuds 
and that when the celebration is over 
everybody will be everybody's friend. 

There will be bands and delegations 
from all parts of the county, _ basket 
dinners and a master barbecue, but the 
one real main feature wil be the pot of 
burgoo. 

100 Gallons of Good Cheer. 

The pot wil) contain 100 gallons of the 
mixture which, according to an old 
recipe, “combines the qualities of as. 
lubrity, picasantness and cheapness.’’ It 
is dear to the heart of every Southerner. 

The recipe for making it in the good 
old Southern style are as numerous as 
the persons one asks about it. A re- 
porter who sought to learn just how 
burgoo is made wound up with the im- 
pression that the maker puts in a lib- 
eral quantity of oatmeal*‘or cornmeal, 
and then adds about all the different 
kinds of meat he can find, cut up in 
small pieces. Water “makes a liquid of 
it, and it is then cooked in the open in 
the big pot until it reaches just the 
right consistency. 

‘“That’s about the way,’ said Peyton 
A. Parks, the Democratic boss of the 
county, and oftén-mentioned candidate 
for Governor. “Of course, nobody could 
make it by that recipe. It really 
eouldn’t be made by a recipe. It just 
sort of develops as the cook goes along 
with it. But there isn’t any thing quite 
so good. Just be here and try it, and

Henry County is glad to get rid of 
the bonds. This county as well as 
many others, was viggimized by pro- 
moters of fraudulent railroads in the 
late 60’s and early 70's. , ° 

Cost Is $1,500,000, 

The Legislature passed a bill author- 
izing counties to vote bonds for aid 
to railroads. In all, Henry Cotnty is- 
sued $600,000 for two railroads. . One 
road was built, but the other never was 
anything more than a paper road. It 
is estimated the $600,000 of bonds have 
cost the county $1,500,000 in principal 
and interest. . 

Investigations revealed that of the 
funds pai@ over to the promoters many 
thousands af dollars never were ac- 
counted for. There were many stories 
of bribery of county officials to ob- 
tain the bonds, and a county history 
records that a country Judge rode inte 
1oWn, signed the bonds at midnight, 
and before daylight the bonds were out 
of the county and on their way to 
“innocent investors,’’ from ‘whom they 
could be obtained only by paying them. 

A committee appointed to investigate 
whére the money went reported that 
it found’ many vouchers for large sums 
for “contingent expenses,” and _ that 
there was at least $180,000 for which 
no attempt had been made to account. 

A state of civil war was almost 
brought about when residents of Henry 
and other counties realized how. they 
had been victimized. In Cass County. 
north of Henry, a mob stopped a‘train 
one’ night and took off several County 
Judges, who had authorized bond is- 
sues, and hanged them. 

some counties have refused to pay the 
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sets of Judges actually were sentenced 
to jail. 

Henry County almost always kept up 
the interest, however, and systemati- 
cally paid off the bonds. From the 
-road which was built, no@ the Missouri, 
Kansas & Texas, the ty had stock 
for its bonds. In 1880 it sold the stock 
for $86,500, and with the monéy bought 
in bonds at a discount to the amount of 
$183,300. 

John B. Henderson was the holder of 
a large number of bonds. Though an- 
tagonism to the bondholders was exist- 
ing in the county, Henderson, in 1882, 
went to Clinton, where he addressed 2 
mass meeting, and finally arranged a 
compromise of his claims at 75 cents 
on the dollar. 

On the occasion of the bond burning 
celebration, an effort will be made to 
have little said about the fraud of the 
bonds and speakers will talk more about 
the county’s freedom from debt. The 
principal address will be made by for- 
mer Federal Judge John F. Philips of 
Kansas City, who was attorney for the 
county in its railroad bond litigation. 

Nearly all the State officers of Mis- 
souri will attend, as will many Repub- 
licans of prominence.

The spectacle wil] be di- 
rected by Miss Florence Grant, director of physical 
training for women at Washington University. In 


order that the dances may be historically and artistical-. 


ly authentic in every particular, Miss Grant has taken 
a course with the Sbakspeare Memorial Folk ‘Dance 
School, which the war banisbed from Stratford-on-Avon, 
and which has found ap asylum at Eliot, Me. The scbool 
was brought to thif country by the United States branch 
of the English Folk Dance Sortety, the president- of 
the branch being Prof. George P. Baker of Harvard. 

This school has condncted the ennua!l Shakspearean 
summer festival at Stratford-on-Avon, and besides being 
the only institution of its kind ip the world, ts the su- 
preme authority upon al] matters relating to English 
morris dances, sword dances, country danees’and sing- 
ing games. It is maintained by the English Folk Dance 
Society, of which Lady Mary Thefusis is president, and 
besides its summer session at Stratford, conducted win- 
ter classes in London. 
.. The Folk Dance Society has been looking forward for 

years to its work for the Shakspeare tercentenary, and 
exhaustive researches have heen conducted to mate 
every detail accurate. Last winter the members of the 
society and the faculty of the school saw that much of 
their effort would go for- naught if it could not be 
passed on to others for the advancement of Shakspear- 
ean pageants elsewhere in the world, and as war con- 
ditiops made it impossible to hold classes at Stratford, 
it was cecided to transport the entire institution to the 
Untied, States. 

Accordifigty.an American branch of the English soeiety 
was formed in BoRton, Wanch 23, 1915, and arrangements 
were made for bringing fhe faculty of the Stratford 
‘ school to this country and establishing a similar insti- 
tution here. A summer camp site near Eliot, on the 
Piscataqua River. was leased, tents were set up and 
a dining pavilion was built. All was ready for work 
when Director Cecil J. Sharp and his entire staff ar- 
rived in the United States. 

The ecloc' opened June 26 and was an exact repro-

“The laity thinks dancing is all fun,” Miss Grant con- 
tinues. “I wish some of them had been at the Strat- 


ford school this summer. They surely would change P4F 


their minds. We worked every minute of the time, 
and worked as hard as we could. We had morris dances 
from 9 to 10 o'clock, folk dances from 10 to 11, country 
dances from 11 to 12 and sword dances from 12 to 1. 
After luncheon there wefe morris jigs and country 
dances and oral work, discussions by the director and 
demonstrations by the faculty and students, and the 
stiffest examinations you can imagine every Wednesday 
afternoon. 

“Those who did all the work acceptably, ard passed 
all the examinations with a certain percentage, received 
certificates which entitled them to a teacher’s degree. 
Those who made a still better percentage received a 
pin which mates the owner a fellow of the English 
Folk Dance School. There is one highest award, for 
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Morris dance— “Shepherd's Hey.”

silver pin, with a design of two locked swords, and has 
been won by only one person in America—a Miss Hin- 
man of Chicago. - 

“Director Sharp is the greatest living authority on 
the English folk dance. He spent, years in studying 
the subject before he even attempted’ to teach the 
dances, and never has tried any form of the old dance 
unless he has proved its accuracy beyond question. 

“The work is interesting, even Wf it is rather stren- 
uous, and J] am sure the St. Louisans who see it tn the 
Shakspeare pageant next April will be delighted. It 
seems rather odd to think of going to s“hooil to learn 
‘Pop Goes the Weasel,’ ‘London Bridge,’ ‘Jenny Jones’ 
and ether things we've been playing all our lives here 
in America. But when you are playing those games 
as a part of a great historical and dramatic pageant 
you want to do them right, and if-you’d see the differ- 
ence»in the way Director Sharp and his instructors 
give them and the way your own children are playing

them now, you'd very quickly realize the necessity for 
a revision of your style. 

“One of the most interesting poimts is learning the 
origin of such well-known old singing games as ‘Lon~ 
Bridge,’ which comes to us from Shakespeare's own 
. Of course, there are many dances, like the sword 
dances of Northern England—the Flamborough and the 
Earsdon, for example—the morris jigs such as ‘Old 
Mother Oxford’ and ‘Lumps of Plum Pudding,’ and any 
one of the morris dances, which are almost unknown in 
America, and were, before Mr. Sharp revived them, 
equally obscure in England. But once you know about 
them, you read the histories and the fiction of their 
time more intelligently because you know something 
of the temperament of the populace of that day. 

' “In England the country dance craze has spread like 
the fox trot and similar dances in America. Country 
dance balls were the most popular form of amusement 
for the ultra fashionable set in London prior to the 
war. Folk dance compegitions, both in actual dancing 
and in essays on the subject, are a part of many school 
examinations, and branches of the English Folk Dance 
Society are as numerous as the towns in the United 
Kingdom. I.think the transplantation of the Stratford 
school to, the United States and the organization of an 
American branch of the society will have the effect 
of producing a like vogue in this country, particularly 
if amateur rather than the profesional dancers take part 
in the various Shakspearéan pageants that will be given 
throughout the United States next spring and summer.” 

Miss Grant hopes to have rehearsals for the St. Louis 
eant under way by the beginning of the new year. 
Percival Chubb, leader of the Ethical Society of St. 
Louis and former president of the Drama League of 
America, -and Dr. Otto Heller, professor of Germanic 
languages and literature at “Washington University, who 
now is president of the Drama League, are the heads of 
the pageant, and they, with Miss Grant, will formulate 
the theme upon which it is based. 

As their name betrays, the morris dances were not 
native to England, but were MBorish dances, based on 
the morisco dance, or Spanish fandango, which is sai! 
to have been taken to England from Spain by John o/ 
Gaunt. By the time of the reign of Henry VIII, the 
morris dance had become an essential part of the prin- 
cipal village festivities throughout England. It was 
usually performed by five men and a boy dressed as 
a girl, as women at that time were not permitted to 
participate in dances.

James Monroe Eoff at the age of 22, before he 
immured himself in his life-long prison. 


ORTY-FIVE years ago James Monroe Koff 
of Harrison, Ark., retired to a log shed, 
10 by 15 feet in size, and swore a vow 
never to leave it alive, never to permit a 
ray of light to enter his presence, never 
to see another human face, and never to 
speak to another being except his wife. 

A few weeks ago hé left his self-chosen prison for the 
first time since 1870. But he was borne forth in his 
coffin. He had kept his oath in every particular, and 
death alone had power to force upon him a reprieve 
from the sentence of solitary confinement which he 
had passed upon himself. Thus ended the career ef 
Arkansas’ famous “hermit of Crooked Creek Valley”— 
surely one of the most singular instances of human 
eccentricity since the anchorites of old fled to the 
deserts to ponder in seclusion upon their religion. 

When he entered the dark dungeon in which he con- 
demned himself to spend the rest of his life, he was 23 
years old. When his body was carried forth for its brief 
passage through the spacious sunlight to another and 
a narrower, darker cell—-that of the grave—he was 68 
years old. Through all that wide expanse of years he 
had never set foot on the ground, or seen the light of 
lay, or spoken a word to any human soul, saving his_ 
wife. 

In the meantime a daughter whom he had never seen 
~she was born in 1876—grew to womanhood and mar- 


ried. She is Mrs. Ola Gatling of Fayetteville. His 
twin sons, born in March, 1870, he never beheld again | 


after they were a few months old. They are today 
well-to-do business men, DeMarkris L. Eoff of Marshall, 
Ark., and DeMetris R. Eoff of Fayetteville. From their 
infancy until Eoff’s death, they never saw their father’s 
face. As the recollections of a young baby are vague, 
they really beheld their father for the first time when 
he lay in his coffin. Neither they nor their sister had 
ever exchanged a word with hinf in their lives. 
“Munny” Eoff, as his boyhood friends knew him, en- 
listed in the Confederate army when he was little more 
than a boy, and fought on to the bitter finis of the Lost 
Cause. The strain of this experience upon a youth in 
his early ’teens, the privations suffered during his 
service at the front, and the tragedy of the South’s 
downfall, had their effect in impairing his health. 
Four years after the end of the war, when he was 


22 years old, he was married to Miss Harriet Kathlyn | 


Klyss, daughter of an Arkansas planter and a belle of 
the community. There were many other suitors, but 
she gave her heart to the young soldier. She little 
dreamed of the grim development their romance was to 
follow. ; 

After a year of happiness for the young couple, in 
their log cabin at Harrison, the twin sons were born. 
A few months later the youthful father suffered a 
virulent attack of measles, which affected his eyes. 
Specialists told him that, if he wished to preserve his 
sight, he mist remain for two months in a darkened 
room. ! 

There was a lean-to shed attached to the log cabin, 
and there Eoff was installed. The seams were tightly 
calked and the walls planked up on the inside, so that 
not a beam of light could enter. Ventilation was ob- 
tained through an opening in the floor which admitted 
no light. 

For two months he lay mostly upon his bed in the 
darkness. What thoughts were passing through his 
mind during these weeks of endless night no one knew. 
The surprising determination to which he had come 
was not revealed until his physician, one day, tri- 
umphantly told him that his sight had been saved, and 
gaily invited him to come forth out of his cell and 
look upon the sun. 

To the consternation of the physician, Koff sternly 
refused to budge an inch fr@m his prison. 

“T bave taken an oath,” he said, “never to leave this 
rooni alive. Never again will I see the light of day.” 

What was the motive which compelled him to this 
gloomy resolution, and which was so powérful as to 
hold him true to his vow through nearly half a century 
of solitude and darkness? -Eoff himself never told, 
unless it was to his wife; and she, if she knows the 
strange secret, refuses to reveal it. 


After Koff had remained in his retreat for some © 


months, several of his neighbors decided that his trouble 
was pure laziness, and that “‘Mavay’ Eoff ought to 
be taken oyt and whipped and f€.u-ed to work.” So a 
band of them repaired to the cabin, armei with lashes 
and prepared to enforce what they believed would be «@ 
salutary reform. 

But Mrs. Hoff, blazing with indignation, met them at 
the door. She told them that if her husband’s manner 
of living met with the approval of his wife—and she 
assured them it did—then it was gf no concern to out- 
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For 45 years Arkansas eccentric im- 
prisoned himself in a dark and 
narrow chamber, never saw the 
light of day or a human face, and 
exchanged no words with any 
being save his faithful wife— 
Never beheld his daughter, now 
grown and married—Left his 
cell for first time a few weeks’ 
ago, but it was in a coffin, on 
way to his grave 2 o 


siders. Under her wrathful advice that they mind their 
own besiness, the foes of indolence slunk away, and 


never had the hardihood to return. 


Some there are who beliéve that Eoff’s vow to live 
the remainder of his life as a hermit was a morbid 
form of a defiance to fate. He had willed for the 
‘South to win and had fought to bring it about with all 
his boyish valor; but the South had lost. He had willed 
to possess health and strength; and the war's hardships 


had undermined his health. As a climax had come an 
onsiaught from a disease which came near costing his 
sight. Ree 

Is it possible that, embittered and desperate over 
thes@ repeated blows, he said to himself: “Here, at 
least, is something which I can “vill and bring to pass

in defiance of all the hostile powers! I can resolve 
to withdraw from the world in which [ have suffered, 
and this resolve I can keep!” This explanation is only 
a theory, and is based upon a rather pathological con- 
dition of the will, a sort of perverted heroism. How- 
ever it is not unreasonable, and may be the true solu- 
tion of the uncanny problem

Retween the hermit and the rest of the world stood 
a door, through which only his wife was permitted to 
pass. On the other side of the door his sons grew 
from infancy to childhood, and filled the cabin with 
their play; but he appeared never to have the slightest 
knowledge of their existence. On the other side of the 
door his daughter was born, and through it he could 
hear the baby’s cries. But he never even expressed a 
wish to see her. On the other side of the door there 
came visitors, relatives and neighbors, and the sound 
of their talk and laughter must have penetrated to the 
imprisoned man beyond. But he gave no sign. 

And on the other side of the door the world was 
rushing along its course-—-the North and the South be- 
came a reconciled and united nation: Prussia defeated 
France and established the German Empire; Italy be- 
came a united kingdom; our war with Spain made the 
United States a colonial power; Japan’s victory over 
Russia raised this yellow race to one of the world’s 
great Powers; China became a republic; the most 
stupendous war in history broke out in Europe. 

An era of invention unparalleled in the annals of 
human genius revolutionized the world, by means of 
wireless telegraphy, the application of electricity to all 
uses of power, the automobile, the submarine, the aero- 
plane, the dreadnought, the high-power explosive. 

Through all these momentous changes, which make 
our era one of the most remarkable in the course of 
civilization, the “hermit of Crooked Creek Valley” kept 
the door tightly shut between himself and the world. 
Probably he was the onJy person in a civilized country 
who was totally unaware of anything that has hap- 
pened in the last 45 wears. And this was not through 
misfortune, but by his own choice. The rest of the 
world was to him a book which he had finally closed, and 
in which he was resolved never to read another syllable. 

The little world which sufficed him was his dark- 
ened chamber, with its cot, its chair and small table. 
Visitors, unable to resist a feeling of awe, sometimes 
heard him pacing back and forth upon the plank floor- 
ing. alone in the dark. After his death it was found 
that his footsteps had worn the stout planks thin. 

During the first few years Eoff’s seclusion was a 
never-ending wonder in the community. Attempts were 
made to sympathize with his wife, upon whom the 
burden of supporting the family fell, but she said her 
husband was contented, that she was also, and that it 
was no one’s else affair. So at last the neighborhood 
accepted the Pituation as one of life’s inexplicable mar- 
vels, curiosity died away, and a legend began growing 
up about the hermit and the mysterious cabin in which 
he had concealed himself from all eyes. 

Children of a new generation sprang up who had 
never seen Koff, but who knew that a man was immured 
in the cabin under strange circumstances. They passed 
the place with awed looks and quickening steps. It 
came to be believed that the hermit possessed the fac- 
ulty of “second sight;” and instances were told of his 
having correctly predicted’ floods and cyclones, deaths 
and tragedies. He thus, in his darkened cell, became 
invested with something of the reputation of a prophet 
and seer; which shows that the instinct still persists 
which made saints out of Anthony and other eccentrics 
of his kind. 

Only death possessed the key which would open the 
hermit’s door; and only after he lay in his last sleep 
was the sun permitted to enter the chamber from which 
it had been banished for so many years. Old men whose 
memory of him was that of a young man in the earl. 
twenties, were involuntarily shocked to see in him the 
gray hair and beard and the wrinkled visage of old age. 
His long confinement seemed to have done him Httle 
harm; for he appeared more rebust, and had certainly 
gained in weight, compared with the delicate stripling 
who took upon himself the vows of an anchorite. 

He left no written record of his life as a recluse. 
Indeed, it is not known that he ever wrote or even read 
a word after he withdrew to his darkened chamber. His 
wife, who ministered faithfully to him while he was 
alive, remains in silent loyalty after his death. She 
declares she can see nothing strange in the way her 
husband ch to pass his life, and cannot under- 
stand why anyone should be interested either in him 
or in herself. 

Only a man of iron will cotld have incarcerated 
himseif in such a dungeon and inexorably held himself 
in dark and solitary confinement for nearly half a cen- 
tury. A few hours of such imprisonment or at the most 
a few days, would have sufficed most men. Convicts 
have been known to become insane after a few months 
of confinement “in solitary;” and to be shut up in 
darkness for a month might well appall the stoutest 
avs. So this weird case remains one of the mys- 
teries of morbid psychology, and reveals, it seems, an 
intense misanthropy such as has seldom been equaled,

HICAGO is in the throes of a Rosenthal- 

Becker case of its own; and if Chicago’s 

consequent celebrity has been less re- 

sounding than that of New York, this 

is partly because the man who played 

Rosenthal’s role of informer in the 

Windy City’s melodrama of police “cor- 

ruption was merely shot down and riddled with bullet 

holes, and instead of dying sensationally on the spot, 
was taken to a hospital and lived to tell the tale. 

Chicago's “cause celebre” was in some respects more 
picturesque than New York’s. To be sure, it lacked 
those perfumed and silk-hose villains, the professional 
gunmen, for Chicago’s policemen did their own shoot- 
ing. But instead of a gambling trust, Chicago’s great 
crime interest requiring: protection was the “clairvoy: 
ant syndicate,” the profits of which were estimated at 
$50,000 a week, and the victims of which were mostly 
women. . 

The chief “dramatis personae” were: John J. Hal- 
pin, Chicago’s Chief of Detectives, who was strippei of 
his office and indicted on charges of accepting bribes 
for protecting swindling fortune tellers; Detectives Wal- 
ter O’Brien and William J. Egan of the 
“clairvoyant squad,” who have been sen- 
tenced to the penitentiary on conviction of 
similar charges; James (“Jimmy”) Ryan, 
lord of the clairvoyants, who turned State’s 
evidence; and, most important of all, “Bar- 
ney” Rertsche, business manager of the 
clairvoyant syndicate and official pay-off 
man to the police, who is the State’s star 
witness against his former police pals. 

In order that the stage may be set ac- 
curately and strikingly, it is necessary to 
go back a few years and trace the careers 
of some of the principal characters, as well 
as the development of the clairvoyant in- 
dustry to a position where it could afford 
to pay large sums to a number of police- 
‘men and detectives as an insurance against 
legal interference in the profitable pastime 
of “trimming the suckers.” 

Beginning with Bertsche whose Christian 
name is Christian, a handicap and constant 
uncomfortable reminder which he early dis- 
carded for the nigkname of “Barney’—he 
was a playmate of the late Fred A. Busse, 
foftmer Mayor of Chicago.

Frank Ryan was informed by the “boys” (other clair- 
voyant operators) that the man he should see for po- 
lice protection was “Barney” Bertsche. According to 
the testimony, a bargain was struck between the two 
by which Frank Ryan was to pay. “Barney” $300 a 
month, and in return was guaranteed immunity from 
police prying into an elaborate’ fortune telling estab- 
lishment on South Michigan avenue. 

Ryan, under the name of “Prof. Ross,” seer, astrologer 
and palmist, advertised in the Chicago newspapers, with 
the result, to use Ryan’s own words, that “the suckers 
came too fast to be handled in $ne place.” So, under 
the name of “Prof. Milton,” he opened a second studio 
a few blocks from the first one. The protection money 
simultaneously rose to $400 a month. 

For the most part the visitors to the clairvoyant~par- 
lors were women—credulous, nervous widows with 
money and needing a protector and adviser. They would 
have been greatly shocked if they had heard that the 
nickname applied by the genial professor to his dupes 
was “Thirty-eight.” Every woman victim was a “Thirty- 
eight,” in the argot of the profession. When a “Thirty- 
eight” went to the parlors, she would be shown into a 
waiting room, where a group of other “widows” was 
“waiting to see the professor.” These women were 
“dummies.” : 

Presently the waiting “widows,” growing impatient. 
with the “professor’s” delay in seeing them, would be- 
gin to talk. They would tell each other about their 
“dead husbands,” how much money they left, and what 
they wanted to learn frem the “professox, Here the 
dupe, finding in the bereaved ones a sympathetic bond 
of affliction, would unload her burden of troubles to 
very sympathetic and very eager ears. In fact, the 
“widows” would be so eager to hear the dnpe’s story 
that before the “professor” announced he would see the

would later place the paper on his forehead, mumbling 
to himself and going through some mystic hocus-pocus 
with his free hand. This finished, he would substitute 
a bla piece of paper he had in his hand for the one 
with e questions on it and hand it to her, all the 
time keeping her attention by questions and answers. 
Before she would have time to recognize the substitu- 


tion she would be asked if she wanted to retain the 


sheet any longer, and upon her replying she didn't 
(which the clients did, nine times out of 10), the at- 
tendant would tear it up and keep the original for the 
later use,of the “professor.” ‘ 

These schemes worked—all of them. Even the swin- 
dled ones on the witness stand later still believed that 
the Ryan brothers possessed uncanny psychic gifts. 
The women especially came back for more costly read- 
ings through the confidence the crooks inspired, and 
usually asked how they Should invest the money left 
them. The “professor” at such questions would im- 
mediately gét in touch with the spirit world and, learn 
what were the best money making propositions on the 
current market of the mundane world. 

Usually the spirits expressed a prefer- 
ence for copper mining stocks. The Ryan 
brothers had several bales of gold stenciled 
and engraved copper mining stock cer- 
tificates on hand. The “professor” would 
even be pleased to make the investment 
and would assure the client that big divi- 
dends would be forthcoming with the stock 
rising in price all the while. The certifi- 
cates came in handy. Every month or so 
the suckers would receive a few dollars 
“dividends” on the stock—‘“to kid them 
along,” in Jimmy Ryan’s words. 

Mrs. Mary Rapp of Naperville, Ill., in- 
vested in $11,000 worth of Frank Ryan's 
choicest mining certificates. Mrs: Rapp, a 
widow, sought news from her late hus- 
band and his advice on the use of the 
money she had on hand. She wanted a 
safe investment that would pay her a 
regv.ar dividend large enough to allow her 
tu live comfortably. “Prof. Milton’s” ad- 
vertisement in the newspaper was: allur- 
ing. He advertised he could double his 
clients’ money through the infallible ad-

embarrassment. While Busse was building 

up a coal business to the point at which it would bear 
the strain of the expenses of a mayoralty campaign, 
“Rarney” developed a talent for picking pockets, and 
became a. member in good standing of the old “Market 
street gang.” « 

He progressed into safe blowing, wire tapping and 
confidence operating, together with other advanced 
branches of the crooks’ curriculum, not omitting a 
course in ward politics. He was among. the many ar- 
rested—and later freed—in connection with the murder 
of Gus Colliander, a clerk in the Twenty-first Ward, 
which arose over am attempted ballot box theft... Then 
Bertsche undertook a postgraduate course in yeggman- 
ship and highway robbery in Paris, but made an un- 
fortunate experiment in daylight robbery, and was 
rusticated for seven years in a French prison. 

He returned to Chicago an older and wiser man. 
Instead of working against the police, his mishap had 
taught him the better plan of making the -police work 
for him. He opened a saloon on Randolph street, near 
where the city hall then stood, and acquired a large 
patronage among policemen.

Later he had a little 
shooting scrape with Arthur Greiner in “Smiley” Cor- 
bett’s Lambs’ cafe. but escaped unscathed. In the mean- 
time, he consolidated his prestige with the police. 

The passing years had beheld also the unfolding of 
the fascinating careers of “Jimmy” Ryan and his 
brother Frank, who were Chicago boys of some educa- 
tion and generous endowments of natural cleverness, 
which they resolved to dedicate to the gentle art of 
‘ swindling. » The clairvoyant game appealed to them, 

and after operations in Syracuse, New York and Boston, 
| they returned in 1901 to their boyhood home to reap 
in the fertile fields there awaiting them, ripe for the 


harvest, 
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next in line the visitor had told quite all her story -her 
name, her address, her late husvand’s name, how much 
money he left her, how many children she had, and 
what she wanted to know from the seer. 

The waiting “widows” having consulted the “profes- 
sor,” the latter would be pretty ‘well stocked up with 
information about his prospective client. When the 
dupe came into the office he would go through some 
hocus-pocus before she was seated and casually drop a 
remark like “You needn’t worry, Mrs. Blank; John loves 
you more now than he did even when he died three 
years ago.” 

The dupe, at hearing her own name, her hnsand’s 
name; a message from him, and the true statement 
placing his death at three years earlier, before she had 
even opened her.mouth, would be quite overwhelmed 
at the psychic powers of the “professor” and willing 
to entrust to him all She pessessed, 

Sometimes the client is reticent. She declines to 
be pumped by the sympathetic “widows.” When she 
is finally ushered into the presence of the august 
“professor” she finds that individual too entirely pre- 
occupied with the ethereal, the subconscious, the other 
plane of life, to give her much attention. He is vague, 
absent-minded. He utters monosyllables. The client sees 
plainly that the “professor’s” connections with the spirit 
world are cross-circuited, that he is out of harmony 
with the spheres. 

The “professor” in agonized tones tells her finafly 
that she will have to come back at some future date, 
that he is sorry he is.unable to give her a satisfactory 
reading. When the client departs she is followed by an 
attache of the parlors. followed all the way to her 
home. There the obliging janitor, obliging neighbors, 
the obliging servants are interviewed extensively. Upon 
the return of the client the “professor” finds his psychic 
powers hitting on all six cylinders. * 

The Ryan brothers worked another scheme to gat a 
line on their clients. When a woman came in she was 
asked by an attendant to write out a list of questions 
she wanted to know, put down er name and address, 


Mrs. Rapp, calling at 15'6 South Michi- 
gan avenue, met the waiting “widows” and when she 
was permitted to see “Prof. Milton” she was astonished 
to hear Herself addressed by her right name, her resi- 
dence stated, and a great deal of information about her- 
self she had no idea even the. spirits knew. “Prof. 
Milten” found Mrs. Rapp a strangely interesting subject. 
There was something about her personality that was 
rare among the tribes of commé@nplace men and women. 
A lucky genius guided her course; she had had a few 
hard knocks and a little suffering, but as a general 
thing luck came her way. He would read her fortune 
for nothing. 

Strange to say, the message from the other world 
kept telling the seer something about mining—mininz 
and copper. At last the message became clear—the 
planets told him she should invest in mining stocks, 
Having done his duty as official dispatcher between 
the spirit and the earthly world, the seer shut of 
connections and let ‘it be known that he himself, 
providentially, was interested in a mining concern—

the investor’s money. It was a rare chance and not 
open to everyone--O, no, by “no means! There were

Arrowhead dam, which, the 

highest in the world, will re 

claim to agricultural America 

an @mpire of irrigation farm 

land in the vicinity of Boise, 

Idaho. This work has the unique distinc 

tion of have been completed two years ear- 

lier and at a cost of $2,500,000 less than the 

estimates provided. It has been finished in 

four years instead of six, and at an expendi- 
ture of $5,000,000, instead of $7,500,000. 

The design of the project is to impound 
the flood waters of the Boise River in the 
spring, hold them in a huge reservoir until 
they are needed in the dry summer season, 
and then let them escape to rescue from 
drouth the crops which otherwise would be 
parching under the sun. 

The walls of the dam have a total height 
of 351 feet. Its foundations are anchored on 
solid granite 90 feet beneath the surface of 
the river, and the visible part of the wall 
towers 261 feet above the river. The amount 
of concrete employed weighs more than a 
million tons; and if heaped in a solid col- 
umn 10 feet square would soar 29 miles into 
the sky. 

The dam piles up behind it between 

ountain walls an artificia) lake 18 miles 
long and 200 feet deep. If this lake could 
be permitted to overflow upon St. Louis, it 
would cover the entire surface of the city 
to a depth of about eight feet; The capacity 
of the reservoir is 243,000 acre-feet: that is, 
its contents would cover 243,000 acres to a 
depth of one foot. 

The construction of this massive arch 
wedge of solid concrete between mountains 
a mile high is the crowning feat of scien- 
tific engineering accomplished by the United 
States Reclamation Service. 

The dam has already justified itself by ¢s 
saving the crops in Idaho in this, the driest | © 
year almost in history there. The Govern-

ment was able to sell its water for thirsty 
lands, the crops on which would otherwise 
have been ruined. 

The interior of the dam contains three complete 
galleries running full length from mountain side to 
mountain side, in which possible leakage will be cared 
for and from which the 20 outlet gates are controlled. 
One spiral stairway alone is 85 feet high. Across the 
curved top is a solid concrete roadway 16 feet wide. 
Pouring from its outlets and always under perfect con- 
trol is the normal] flow of a mountain river. Towering 
arc lights on pedestals illuminate the crest. 


The Boise project was segregated from the public 
domain some years ago. An idea of the topography of 
the southern Idaho country should be gained to appre- 
ciate the task the Reclamation Service had before it 
in successfully working out a plan by which these lands 
could be irrigated. 


The great Snake River finds its source in the Teton 
Mountains on the border elevations of the Idaho-Montana 
line. It flows in a southern direction into the eastern 
Idaho basin, makes a sweeping curve west and slightly 
north, crossing the entire southern portion of the State, 
a distance of over 300 miles, and bends north to the 
Columbia River, into which it empties. So it drains a 


vast baSin. The Boise River is one of its tributaries 
in the western part of the State. 

The Boise River has its source in the Boise Moun- 
tains to the east and north of the city by that name. 
The rer, after cutting its way through deep canyons, 
fiows into the valley below, which spreads out to the 
south at the feet of the city. This plain is made up of 
the Boise Valley propey and a series of bench lands 
rising and dropping away to the Snake River Valley. 
This area, forming the Boise project, is dotted with im- 
portant cities and towns, including Boise, the capital 
of the State, Nampa and Caldwell. Meridian and Kuna 
are two smaller villages on the project. The Oregon 
Snort Line Railroad, part of the,.Union Pacific system, 
skirts the southerly boundary and is the principal ave- 
nue of transportation. Salt Lake, Portland and Omaha 
are the chief outside market depots. 

When the project was first started, a system of deep, 
wide canals was constructed, and a division dam thrown 
across the Boise River a short distance above Boise, 
diverting water into what is known as the New York 
Canal, virtually an artificial river. It was carried a 
distance of 35 miles over the valley, distributing the

water to those settlers actually on lands, and storing 
the surplus in what is known as Deer Flat reservoir, 
near Caldwell. It soon became apparent, however, that 
additional .water was needed. The desire for increased 
storage capacity was father to the Arrowrock dam. 

The site for the dam was selected at what is known 
as Arrowrock, a towering spiral of granite rising above 
the river canyon 20 miles above Boise. The rock gained 
its name from the habit of early Indian tribes, who 
shot arrows into the high pinnacle to indicate the 
direction they were traveling to others of their tri’ es. 
An appropriation was obtained, a large Government 
camp was installed, together with machinery and steam 
shovels, and a railroad was built to the camp. The 
Government town of Arrowrock sprang up. The Boise 
River was diverted from its regular channel by a 
tunnel bored through solid rock at the side; a coffer 
dam was built, leaving the river bed dry, and excava- 
tions were made for the solid rock foundation to which 
the dam was anchored. It was completed at less than 
half the cost of a modern battleship. The dam is 1100 
feet long and 240 feet wide at the base, tapering to 164 
feet at the top.
